The steamer has capsized 
and lies bruadside to the sea, and her destruc- 
tion 1s helieved to be only a question of time. 
The crew left her just before she went over. 
They reached the land in safety. The cargo is 
washing out of the wrecked vessel and boats are

DETECTIVES‘ STATIONED AT THE POLLS INii 
NEWBURG. 

NEwsurG, N. Y., March:2.—At the char-* 
*ter election held here to-day Mayor B. B. Odell, 
(Rep.) was re-elected by a majority of 1707,, 
which is the largest majority ever given a can-' 
didate for office in this city. C. L. Wareing® 
was re-elected Recorder by 883 majority., 
The Republicans also elected the following* 
officers: Aldermen—Leander Clark and Robert 
Kenahan in the Second and Fourth Wards; ; 
Trustees of Common Schools—Joseph A. Sneed, \ 
John L. Westervelt; Supervisor—John L. Sloat. . 
They also elected James M. Crane Water Com-, 
missioner, two Justices of the Peace, and consta- 
bles. The Democrats elected‘two Aldermen and 
two Supervisors. The vote: for Supervisor in 


the Third Ward is a tie between A. 4H. 
Pickens (Rep.) and William F. Cameron. The 
Inspectors elected are about evenly divided 
between the two parties.. Five New-York de- 
tectives were stationed at the polling places all 
day in the interest of Major W. H. Weston, 
Democratic candidate for Mayor. They were 
employed ostensibly to prevent the buying of 
votes for the Republican candidate for Mayor. 
Evidently the voters resented the intrusion and 
innovation, especially as Weston 1s the repre- 
sentative of the Central-Hudson-River-West 
Shore combination. The election of two Repub- 
lican School Trustees insures the adoption of 
the free book system in our public schools at an 
early date. 


RocuHeEster, March 2.—The most wonder- 
ful charter election ever held in Rochester was 
held to-day. Mayor Parsons, who for 10 years 
has been elected by the Republicans, was re- 
elected by the overwhelming majority of 
4,500, although the candidate of neither 
party. He fought for the Republican 
nomination in caucuses and was badly 
defeated by Police Commissioner James 
D, Casey, who was regularly nominated. 
George Archer, a wealthy manufacturer, was 
nominated by the Democrats, and Prsons ran on 
the ticket of the Independent Political Labor 
League. It was a personal victory for him. 
Parsons received 9,701 votes, Archer 5,949, and 
Casey 765. George W. Aldrich (Rep.) is elected 
amemberof. the Executive Board by about 500 
majority.

WIGGINS HEARD FROM AGAIN. 

Orrawa, March 2.—In an interview Prof. 
Wiggins said that in August last he preaicted 
that the Winter of 1886 would be unusuaily cold 
and stormy on account of the planet Saturn be- 
ing in perihelion. This planet, he said, had forced 
the Gulf Stream out of its course, and nearer to 
the American shore, which accunted for the lack 
of snow in the maritime Provinces this Winter.

MR. CLEVELAND'S POSITION. 


HIS MESSAGE REGARDED AS A 
SHREWD MOVE. 


REPUBLICANS EVEN ADMITTING THAT IT IS° 
A STRONG DOCUMENT—MR. EDMUNDS’S J 


LOSS OF TEMPER EXCITES COMMENT. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—At both ends of’ 


the Capitol the President’s message has been the 
principal topic of conversation to-day. Among 
Democrats, even of the more old-fashioned stripe 
that inclines to find fault with the President, it 


was plain enough that his frank and strong. 


statement of his determination not to be misrep- 
resented or forced to surrender his riglits or re- 
svonsibilities had increased admiration for him. 
With the old-fashioned Democrats the term 
“ Jacksonian” was frequently made use of to 
describe the character of the communication that 
had so ruffled Mr. RKdmunds. The loss of temper 
exhibited by the Vermont Senator has caused 
almost as much talk as the contents of the mes- 
sage. Mr. Edmunds} is not usually a demonstra- 
tive man. 


cism with a sort of humblenegs known to all 
who have seen him sit with his elbows resting 


onthe arms of his chair, his hands clasped in . 


front of him, and his head bent in a listen- 
ing attitude. Then, when he obtained a chance 
to reply it would be his way to in- 
dulge in qvaint raillery, in a sort of 
apologetic vein.

Men 
who have not been such great readers as Mr.

While the message had all the effect of an en- 
tirely fresh utterance there was nothing in 
it that the President and the members 
of his Cabinet have not repeatedly and 
frankly said to many persons. in private 
conversation. A great deal of it has 
ouna its way into the columns of newspapers 
that were disposed to represent the true attitude 
of the Administrationin the controversy about 
the respective powers of the Senate and the 
Presideat. But, as the controversy went on, and 
the President continuedto be held upina false 
light, as disposed to be unreasonably stubborn, 
it was decided to be best, if it was not common 
or even if it was extraordinary, to speakin a way 
that would assure the people upon whom the 
President relies for support, and to whom he be- 
lieves himself responsible, of his unwillingness to 
be misrepresented and his abiding faith in the 
good judgment of the people to decide whether he 
ora partisan clique in the Senate is in the right. 
While Mr. Edmunds exerts himseif so vigorously 
to obstruct the President be has allowed the 
nomination of J. Freeman Rasin to be Naval 
Officer at the port of Baltimore to be confirmed,

Democratic Senators 
without exception praise the President's state- 
ments and some of them pronounce it a platform 
‘around which ali but the most partisan Repub- 
licans can rally insupport of Mr. Cleveland’s

the Presidential office. The message, they say, 
is wholesome reading for certain Democrats as 
well as Republicans, for the sooner the Pres- 
ident’s plain statement that he will not 
be deterred from doing his duty by discontent 
among his own party friends is thoroughly un- 
derstood by Democratic malcontents, the better 
will it be for them and their party. While there 
was a general expression of belief when the 
message was read yesterday that the President 
had been unfortunatein the time chosen for 
sending the message, there area good many per- 
sons to-day, and the number is steadily growing 
Jarger, who have changed their opinion, and 
who now think no more opportune time could 
have been selected. Instead of criticising they 
are now praising the political shrewdness of 
the President in putting forth his views at 
tke moment when the general public was most 
interested in the controversy, and also at the 
moment when his political enemies were about 
to denounce him for occupying a position which 
‘they had deliberately or otherwise misstated to 
the people.

Lack of 
money foreshadowed a crisis early last August, 
and A. W. Fairbanks, one of the owners of the 
old Heraldin its palmy days, assumed the in- 
debtedness and bought the concern for his son, 
Charles M. Fairbanks, then on the Baltimore 
Sun. ‘The latter came to Cleveland heralded 
as aparagon, and headed the column with 
his name as editor. Soon the manage- 
ment quarreled with the compositors, a 
strike followed, anda boycott was inaugurated

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THE BURIED NANTICOKE MINERS. 
THE WORK OF RECOVERING THE BODIES 
FINALLY ABANDONED. 

NAnTIcoxe, Penn., March 2,—Last Thurs-: 
‘day the bore hole.intothe mine tomb-was com- 
pleted, and from the developments then made 
it-was believed that the work of clearing away 
the gangway would proceed rapidly and the 
point where the entombed bodies are would soon 
‘be reached. Since then, however, it has been as- 
certained by measurement in :the bore hole that 
& great body of water really does exist over the 
mine, anc that to proceed further with the work 
would endanger the lives of the men so engaged, 
and accordingly orders were issued to stop 
the work, and all efforts to recover 
the bodies will cease until such time as 
the dangers resolve themselves. The entrance 
to the main gangway was boarded up last even- 
ing, while the sorrowing friends stood by and 
eee that they thought that the bodies of 
heir children, fathers, and husbands, were 
securely locked within without doing this. 
What further will be done toward securing the 
bodies cunnot now be stated. The friends of 
the entombed men say that the company has 
not used every possible endeavor to get the 
bodies; that but few men were engaged in the 
work, and there was no real disposition to even 
recover them, only a false show being made of 
an attempt to reach them. They are exceeding- 
ly angry about the turn affairs have taken, and 
are now going to proceed to law about the mat- 
ter. They assert a willingness on their own part 
to go in and recover the bodies, but say that the 
officials of the company refused them the oppor- 
tunity to doso. The putting down of the bore 
hole was done on their appeal, and they believe 
they will yet accomplish their purpose in ob- 
taining the bodies ef their friends. 
Superintendent Morgan, on the contrary, says 
that all has been aone which was possible, and 
that the work is only abandoned when the use- 
lessness of the undertaking becomes so fear- 
fully apparent. ‘It will not do,” he stated this 
morning, *“*to go any further in this work. Oth- 
er valuable lives would certainly be sacrificed, 
and that weare determined to guard against, 
now that we see most clearly the danger that 
will soon break forth. If the friends of the en-' 
tombed men would only perfectly understand 
the situation and sympathize with the company 
in its efforts and not led by the talk! 
of unscrupulous men, who are exciting 
their feelings in order to secure from: 
them what means they may geen there 
would not now be any discontent existing, but 
they would see that it is useless to further pros- 
ecute the work. They have at all times been ac- 
corded a chance of investigating the work of 
the gen 6 and allalong seemed content with 
«what was being done. e regret very much 
that the chances were against the work and 
would have been only too glad to have found 
the bodies and restored them to the friends. If; 
the parties interested are determined upon legal 
proceedings in the matter the company is pre- 
pared to show the work already done and the 
dangers that exist in interfering with it.”

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM IN ILLINOIS. 
Cuicaco, March 2.—In March, 1884, the 
Chicago Civil Service Reform League had a 
membership of 166.

CHICAGO'S NEW ELECTION LAW. 
ITS CONSTRUCTION A QUESTION FOR THE 
COURTS. 

CuHicaco, March 2.—The new election 
law is likely to be taken before the Supreme 
Court again, and perhaps to the United States 
Supreme Court, on the question whether a law- 
yer can be compelled to serve as a judge or 
clerk of election, under the provision 
that the men appointed as such clerks or 
judges “must not hold any office or employ- 
ment under the United States, the State of Illi- 
nois, or under the county, city, village, or town: 


in which such election is to be held.” C. L. 
Bonney, & iawyer, designated as an election 
clerk, refuses to serve, and disputes the right of 
the Election Commissioners to force such a duty 
upon the ground that he is a lawyer. The 
County Court has decided against him, but he 
intends to carry his case to the higher courts, 

In the argument before the County Court to- 
day, Mr. Bonney’s lawyer claimed that a lawyer 
was not egy ae but disqualified trom serving 
under the inhibition against public officers 
quoted above. It had been decided time and 
again that a lawyer was an officer of the court. 
A pecind could be compelled by the -court 
to conduct a case fora person coming to court 
without a counsel, and he could be called 
upon, in the absence of the presiding Judges, to 
sit on the bench and officiate in his place. The 
court did not consist of the Judge alone, but of 
the Judge and the other officers, among whom 
‘were the lawyers. The lawyers were, therefore, 
officers of the Judiciary Department of the Gov- 
ernment. This was evidenced by the fact that a 
person was made a lawyer by commissions of 
the Supreme Court. The question involves one: 
of still greater importance, viz., the validity of 
all that has been done by the Election Commis- - 
sion from their appointment down to the pres- 
ent. For the law provides in regard to the Blec- 
tion Commissioners that **no Commissioner can 
hold any other public office.”” Should it be de- 
;cided that a lawyer is a public officer or an offi- 
cer of the Government, all the proceedings of ' 
the Election Commission would be null and 
void, for the reason that Commissioner Hoff- 
man isa lawyer. 


FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
PorTLAND, Me., March 2.—While the 
‘Grand Trunk train which left here at1:50P. 
M. was running near Lock’s Milis last night, 
with two engines and a snow plow, the plow 
struck a bed of hard packed snow and tore up a 
section of the road, throwing the engines from 
the track, The first one went down a six-foot 
embankment and struck on its side. En- 
gineer Mitchell escaped injury, but Fireman 
W. D. Martin, in the act of jumping, 
was struck in the middle of the back, his hip* 
‘being dislocated and his abdomen crushed. Fire- 
man L. W. Philbrick, of the second engine, 
crawled through the steam end hot water to the 
spot where Martin lay under his engine and 
drew him out of a positién where he must have 
been horribly tortured. Philbrick then feli 
senseless by Martin's side. ‘Ihe cold was 
most intense, and the men had no sooner 
reached the outer air than their garments froze. 
They were taken by Engineers Mitchell and 
Stevens to the saloon car and to Bryant’s Pond. 
Philbrick was chilled and stunned, and was un- 
conscious most of the time. Martin was told 
that he could live only ashort time. He said: 
‘““T want tosee mother.”’ He was told that ths 
would be impossible. His agony was terrible. 
At last he begged the doctors to give him 
something to take away his senses, and 
then to cut his throat and let him; 
die quickly. Hopeless as the attempt-seemed to 
try to dress his wounds, the physicians, Drs. 
Yates and P. De Kart, of West Paris, adminis- 
tered ether. It took 28 minutes to get him un-, 
der its influence.

NO TRACE OF THE LOST MEN. 

WATERBURY, Conn., March 2.—With the 
discovery of the baggage of Arthur W. Bangs 
on the steamer Idlewild all question as to his 
being one of the lost men has been put to rest.

Two months of 
army life in Missouri drove him to beg his rela- 
tives, prominent in New-York,to get bis dis- 
charge. When at last it was obtained he re- 
turned here almost heartbroken. Lately he had 
been in New-Jersey prospecting for a business 
location. He wasa relative of the late Francis 
N. Bangs. A musket was among his baggage 
found on the steamer. 


Port JEFFERSON, Long Island, March 2.— 
The searchers have returned from patrolling the 
beach between Old Fieid and Eaton’s Neck 
without finding the bodies of the men who were 
lost from the lifeboat ofthe steamer Idlewild.

ALDERMEN IN A RECKLESS AND 
GENEROUS MOOD. 

(SCHEMES OF THE CABLE.ROAD,.COVERING 70 

MILES OF STREET, AND THREE OTHER 

COMPANIES AUTHORIZED BY THE BOARD. 


In the very teeth of the investigators 
into the Broadway Railroad matter, the Board 
of Aldermen devoted nearly five hours yester- 
day to giving away franchises in the most 
indiscriminate manner. The Caple Railroad 
Company,the Madison-Avenue and Eighty-sixth- 
Street, the West-Street and Pavyonia Ferry, and 
the St. Nicholas-Avenue Cross-town Railway 
Company were the beneficiaries, _ 

No one except those in the secret thought, 
‘when Alderman Peter B. Masterson called up 
the cable railroad project, that the scheme 
would go through. A motion by Alderman 
Van Rensselaer that the matter be laid over was 
lost, and the company’s petition and the-report 
of the Railroad Committee on the-subject were 
read. Before the reading was.concluded Alder- 
men Jaehns, De Lacy, Hunsicker, and Mooney 
glided into the cloak room, and the two first 
named absented themselves while the subject 
was under consideration and did not vote upon 
it. Alderman Van Rensselaer vigorously attacked 
it. ‘*I cannot see,” hesaid, ‘why the members of 
the board insist upon rushing through this 
gigantic scheme to-day. They can scarcely un- 
derstand what a stupendous schemeitis, They 
cannot sufficiently imagine how important thie 
matter is to the people of this city. It is an in- 
sultto the members of this board to propose 
that we should pass this scheme to-day. It should 


not be done, and it will not be done without-the 
most vigorous kind of a protest.on my part. 
appeal to the sense of courtesy of the members 
of the board to allow this matter to lie over for 
a week or two until every member can become 
acquainted with the scope covered by this pro 
posed plan.” 

Mr. Van Rensselaer then made a formal mo. 
tion to have the matter lie over. The motion 
‘was put and Jost, 17 members voting in the neg- 
ative and President Nooney and Aldermen Mor. 
gan, O'Neil, and Van Rensselaer in the affirma- 
tive. When the resuit was announced Alder- 
man Van Rensselaer arose and, shaking a finger 
at his colleagues, bitterly remarked that he saw 
the scheme was to be rusned through despite ali 
protests or requests. Tbe cable scheme was 
rushed through on Mr. Masterson‘'s motion by a 
vote of 19 to 4, the members voting as follows:

During the cail of the roll President Nocuey 
ana Aldermen Morgan and Van Rensselaer pro- 
tested vigorously. Aldegman Ferrigan, who 
seemed to be ono of the most earnest disciples of 
the cable project, was the only one of its sup- 

orters who said anything, and then-only to 

eny that there was auy intention of running 
cars on Fifth-avenue. 

The scheme adopted by the board is of the 
most stupendous character. It provides for 
about 70 miles of surface railroads and 15 mileg 
of elevated roads, cable power being used on 
the surface roads and steam power on the ele- 
vated roads. T'weuty-nine separate routes are 
embraced in the scheme, and Broadway, Lex- 
ington, Madison, and other avenues, with nearly 
all the cross-town streets, are to be gridironed 
with tracks. The grant to the road is made for 
only 244 ey cent. of the net receipts. The peti- 
tion of the company was presented to the pres- 
ent board on Jan. 19,and no hearjng whatever 
bas been given on the subject either by the 
Railroad Committee or by the board itself. The 
scheme was brought before ex-Mayor Edson ig 
1888, and the Mayor then appointed a Rapid 
Transit Commission to consider the matter. 
This commission reported in favor of the 
scheme. The Committee on Railroads of the 
Common Council of 1884 indorsed the project, 
but it did not go through. The last board:also 
failed to grant the franchise. 

The board considered the application of the 
Houston, West-Street and Pavonia Ferry Rail- 
way Company. This company desired to extend 
its road by the following branches: From Hous- 
ton and West streets, along West-street to tne 
Hoboken Ferry, near the foot of Morton-street, 
and along West-street to Houston-street; aijso, 
from Stanton and_Pitt streets, (trom which poiut 
its track now in operation leaves Stanton-street 
and runs northerly through Vitt-street and Ave- 
nue C,) through Stanton and Mangin streets, to 
Houston-street; also, along Goerck-street from 
Stanton-street to East Third-street, along East 
Third-street to Avenue C, along East Houston- 
street from Goerck-street to the Houston-Street 
Ferry. Alderman Van Rensselaer opposed. the 
granting of the franchise, saying that there was 
no need for haste, and it was luid over by a vote 
of 14 to 100n motion of Aiderman O’Neil. Sub- 
sequently, however, the matter was again taken 
up, and the franchise was granted by tbe follow: 
ing vote:

The board then considered the application of 
the Madison-Avenue and E:ghty-sixth-Street 
Railway Company. This company ants to 
build a road, beginning at Highty-fii:-street 
and Madisou-avenue, along ry, tp Pacer 
to Fifth-avenue, aud across the Transverse road, 
in the Central Park, to Eighth-avenue, and along 
Eighty-sixth-street to the Hudson River. Despite 
the protests of President Nooney and Aldermen 
Van Rensselaer and O'Neil the board, by a vote 
of 13 to 12, refused to lay the matter over. The 
vote on the question of granting the franchise 
was as follows:

Nicholas avenues, One Hundred and ‘I'wenty< 
sixth-street, Lawrence-street, Broadway, One 
Hundred and Thirtieth-street, Twelfth-avenue, 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street, One 
Hundred and Twenty-fiftn-street, and Second- 
avenue. President Nooney offered an ameud- 
ment to the grant fixing the sum to be paid the 
city at 5 percent. of the gross receipts of the 
road for tbe first tive yeurs instead of 3 per cent.

per cext, of the gross receipts instead of 5 per cent. 
Alderman Cleary, Chairmen of the Railroad 
Committee, said that the board could not pro- 
vide for the payment by the road of over 8_per 
cent. of the gross receipts.

President Gowen, of the Reading Railroad 

Company, dropped down into Wali-street yester- 

flay morning, and the Stock Exchange was soon 


excited by sensational tales about a collapse of 
his plans for the salvation of hiscompany. A 
little later in the day Mr. Gowen’s friend, Austin 
Corbin, was reported to be in conference with 


the New-York managers of the Drexel-Morgan 


fifteen-miliion-dollar syndicate. Everybody who 
had sold stocks short was frightened; there 
was a little bear panic, and up went the price of 
Lackawanna and other stocks. 

Before business closed on the Stock Exchange 
in the afternoon, however, Wall-street ascer- 
tained that its early information had been 
slightly misleading. Instead of Gowen having 
been wiped out the opposing capitalists had 
sought him ought and finally obtained his con-+ 
sent to let them join in the carrying out of his 
reorganization scheme. Mr. Gowen had insisted 
oply on two things in permitting their entrance 
as co-laborers: Reading must be kept indepena- 


ent and her own shareholders must be supreme 
in her management, Agreeing upon these terms, 
Mr. Corbin was delegated by Mr. Gowen to rep- 
resent his interests in a conference with the 
Drexel people. Mr. Corbin spent some time 
ened ge afternoon at the Wall-street office of 

rexel, Margac & Co., and to-day he wil! consult 
with the Philadelpbians who are interested as 
backers of the Drexel! syndicate. 

“Isittrue that negotiations are in progress 
between youand the Drexel syndicate ?** asked 
Gen. Collis, in a note addressed to Mr. Gowen, 
early yesterday morning, before the story was 
known in the Street. “Mr. Gowen’s answer was 
this: 

It is correct—the assurance being given that every 
mterest shal! pe protected and the independénce of the 
rompany assured under managem nt of its own share- 
hoiders—free of any control by any other company. 
Under these circumstances there is a weil founded

Aclose friend of President Gowen said last 
night that the proposed coalition between the two 
reorganization parties was a décided victory for 
Mr. Gowen.

At the offices of the Jersey Central Railroad 
Company,in Literty-street, yesterday afternoon, 
and at the Brevoort House last evening, Mr. 
Gowen consulted with personal friends, who 
yalled upon him at his invitation, Mr. EB. N, 
Howell was among the favored callers, Mr. 
Howell said last night: “1 spent a little time 
with Mr. Gowen to-day, and I came away alter 
my interview with more confidence than ever 
in the abilities of the man. You can depend on 
one thing as a fixed fact, Mr Gowen has 
taken no back step. He has not been con- 
quered. He has been obliged to do nothing 
whatever that to any extent or in any sense 
interferes with his original purpose and plan. I 
have no doubt that the Drexel-Morgan syndicate 
has asked him to formally ¢consider them and 
permit them to share in the counsels needed to 
carry outthe great work that must be done.

OPPOSING THE RELIEF FUND. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—The conven- 
tion of delegates from the various divisions of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 
the other companies interested in the relief 
fund scheme, called by General Munager Charles 
E. Pugh to discuss the features of the proposed 
insurance plan, convened in the reading room 
atthe Broad-Street Station this morning. Over 
800 delegates were present. General Manager 
Pugh and Solicitor John Scott received 
the delegates. The conference was entire- 
ly informal The Altoona Division was 
the first called, and the speeches made by the 
delegates sounded the keynote for almost all 
of the discussion which followed. The dele- 
gates said that, representing almost the unan- 
imous sentiment of the men in the division, they 
were compelled to oppose the relier fund plan. 
They felt that there were 
difficulties in the way, and such dbdjections 
to any plan of the sort that the men 
felt impelled to respectfully ask that it might be 
withdrawn.

At 8 
o’clock all of the delegates had been heard 
from, and the convention adjournéd with three

The official statement given out by the com-

Cxuicaco, March 2.—General Manager 
Jeffrey, of the Illinois Central Railroad, said to- 


day, concerning the bridge which his company 
has asked permission of Congress to construct 
across the Ohio River at Cairo, that he could 
only give a general idea of what the bridge would 
but that its construction would be one 

of the greatest engineering feats of the age, 
te cost would probably be about $3,000,000. The 
ridge will have only a single track aud will be 

about 5,000 f long, exclusive of the ap- 
roaches, which will be as much longer. 

t will be entirely of steel and 

will rest on solid pieces of masonry, 
about 170 feet high from the bottom of the foun- 
dation to the capstone, At least three of the 


spans will be 500 feetin length, and the length 
of the remaining spans will depend on the rela- 
tive cheapness of span work and masonry—that 
is, whether it is cheaper to build short spans and 
many piers or longer spans and fewer piers. 

It will not be a cantilever or suspension bridge, 
but a truss bridge of the heaviest and most ap- 
proved pattern. Itisnot yet settled whether it 
will be built with fixed spans or with one 
draw span; that will be decided py the 
result of the conference with the War Depart- 
ment. If it isto bea fixed span bridge, it will, 
of course, besomewhat higher than if built with 
a draw span. There is a difference of about 
50 feet between tha high and low water 
levels at Cairo, and an extensive ** bottom” at 
the confluence of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers, across which the Illinois Central ex- 
tends a distatce of six miles on the Illinois 
side of the river, On the Kentucky side 
this “bottom” extends for four or five 
miles, to the foothills, so that in high water 
there is nothing above the surface except the 
Tilinois Central tracks and the treetops. nder 
such circumstances it wiil be seen that the 
building of the bridge is an enterprise of no 
ordinary difficulty. 


NEW-JERSEY TAX CASES. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 2.—The Supreme 


Court to-day adopted this principle for deter- 
mining the amount that is to be paid on the 
allowance of the writs of certiorariin the sev- 
eral raiload tax cases in which application has 
been made for such writs: 

First—Where the company is organized under a 
special charter it shall pay in the amount required to 
be paid ufider the charter. 

Second—W here a company bas been organized under 
the general railroad law it shall be required to pay in 
the amount of taxes that would be assessed against it 
under that law. 

The court said that there were four or five 
cases that could not be brought precisely under 
these principles—the class of cases in which com- 
panies organized under a spectal law and 
in which the property has been sold un- 
der foreclosure proceedings and bought in for 
small sume and in which the sum for which the 
road was sold has been returned to the Con- 
troller as the cost of the road. The court 
thought that that was scarcely the construction 
to be puton thecharter. If there bea return 
made within a reasonably near time, to the 
Controller, from which the original cost may be 
ascertained, that return may be resorted to for 
the purpose of making the calculation. In 
ohe or two instances, where there had 
been no return made, the court decided 
that the amount fixed under the present assess. 
ment by the State Board should be taken to be 
the amount, unléss thé persons interested 
in these lay before the 
court an ot some _ kind with 
regard to the original cost of the road. 
This covers all of the cases that are before the 
court with the exception of two—the Delaware, 
Lackawana and Western, and the Philade!phia 
and Reading, both foreign corporations. Dispo- 
sition of these will be made in a day or two.

Boston parties 
were the purchasers. 

BurraLo, N. Y., March 2.—Notice has 
been given to holders of first and second mort- 
gage bonds of the Buffalo, New-York and Phila- 
delphia Road that Drexel, Morgan & Co. are 
ready to buy the same for par and accrued in- 
terest. These bonds are being beught by a 
syndicate of New-York and Philadelphia capital- 
ists who are heavily interested in the stock of 
the road, and who take this means of protecting 
their interests. The Buffalo bondholders some 
time ago agreed not to sell their holdings for 
less than par and accrued interest.

PHILADELPHIA, March 2,—Miss Lottie 
Sweigert, a pretty and weil dressed young wom- 
an of respectable appearance, was arraigned be- 
foré Judge Biddle to-day on seven indictments, 
charging her with the larceny of property valued 
in the aggregate at $158 50. She ordered goods 
at various stores, and when they were sent to 
certain places she managed to secure them from 
the messengers without paying the bills. The 
District Attorney’s desk was covered with 
the property that had been recovered. A plush 
coat, a gold-headed cane, and two rings 
were among the articles exhibited. About 30 
witnesses marched toward the witness stand, 
but, as the tearful prisoner pleaded guilty, un- 
der the advice of her counsel, only a small num- 
ber of them were examined.

DIARY PROHIBITION SPEECHES, 
Catoaco, March 2.~—Appended to a spe- 


ial telegram from Macon, Ga., yesterday, de- 
tailing a murder which followea a discussion of 
the prohibition question, was the following: 
**In aspeech delivered at Milledgeville a few 
weeks ago, it was alleged that the Rev. 8am 
Jones advised the Prohibitionists to goa to the 


polls on election day, March 22, armed with pis- 


tols. Itisalso alleged that he advised the Pro- 
hibitionists to use their pistols if necessary. 
Many citizens of Milledgeville declare that the 
murder of Haygood was the result of Jones’s al- 
leged incendiary utterances.” A reporter showed 
tiie dispatch to Mr. Jones in this city and asked 
him what he had to say about it. He replied: 

“T think my name isconnected with that affair 
in order that it might be more sensational. I 
never made an incendiary specch in my life. 
the town of Milledgeville I sail: ‘You men who 
are Prohibitionists be prudent, but stand to your 
convictions. If these liquor men try to frighten 
you by cursing or drawing their weapons on 
you, tell them you have been bullied as long 
as you intend to be, and if they ean die 
for their. infernal traffic you can die in 
defense of the helpless women and children of 
this country; and if they want to run that game 
of giins and pistols on you, tell them they must 
strike the first lick, and then you will feed the 
buzzards with them if you can, but don’t you ever 
strike the tirst blow.’ You see from the tele- 
gram before vou that it was an anti-Prohibition- 
ist that shot down a Prohibitionist, and after he 
was shot down he died meres: ‘What did he do 
it for? I never harmed him.’ So you will see 
that it was not the Prohibitionist who manifested 
the bad blood.” 

Continuing Mr. Jones said: “A man literally 
takes his life in his hands when he goes out to 
talk prohibition down there. They blew up my 
stable with dynamite and sent me threatening 
letters not to come to Atlanta to talk prohi- 
bition. My little boy heard me _ read one one 
day, and at sipuet he said; ‘Papa, do you 
reokon they will do you any harm down at At- 
lanta ?’? T answered him, ‘I reckon not, Bobby; 
but if they do I'd rather be a dead lion thana 
live dog.’ 


ICE ON THE RIVERS. 





FERRYBOATS AND OTHER CRAFT GREATLY 
IMPERDED., 


Boston, March 2,—The East Boston shore 
is belted with icé, which greatly impedes the 
movements of the ferryboats and other craft 
tnat are using the docks. At the docks business 
is almost at a standstill because of the cold 
weather and high winds, No vessels have ar- 
rived for several days, and those that have re- 
cently discharred here are lying on the South 
Boston flats waiting for the weather to moder- 
ate. Thesteatship Pedro reports having sighted 
pilot boat No. 2nearly 200 miles off shore, whither 
the latter had been. blown. This morning the 
Savannah steamer Gate City while entering her 
dock was forced by the wind and*floating ice 
into collision with the revenue cutter Albert 
Gallatin, striking the cutter in ber port quarter 
and jamming her against the dock, thereby 
starting her deck frame, denting her plates, and 
badly twisting her davits, The Gate City was 
not injured. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 2.—The Con- 
necticut River is solidly frozen all the way to 
the Sound. This is the third time this season 
that the river has been closed by ice, 

Newport, R. I., March 2.—The harbor is 
frozen solid and travel issuspended. No steam- 
ers left here to-day. All mails eo and come by 


train, via Providence, and this causes delay, 
The wind is still high for the fifth day and the 
weather is cold, with no prospect of a thaw. 

ContToocookn, N. H., March 2.—The bliz- 
zard has broken down and sma<hed many build- 
ings here. A sharp shock of earthquake was 
reported in this vicinity between 12 and 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 


BALTIMORE, March 2—A heavy wind- 
storm has prevailed here all day with intense 
cold. Several houses were unroofed and other 
damage was done. No vessels except a few of 
the larger class attempted to enter or leave port, 
and the wind on Chesapeake Bay is reported to 
bave been almost a hurricane. : 

Nyack, N. Y., March 2.—-During a heavy 
gale last night theentire roof of the Rockland 
County Almshouse, at Mechanicsville,was blown 
off.

“THE BIG-KNEED MARE.”

HOW SHE RAISED HER OWNER FROM 


PENURY TO A COMPETENCE, 
GosueEen, March 2.—In the death of the 


mare known as the “ Big-Kneed Mare,” which 
died in Ridgebury, this county, last week, her 
owner loses one of the most unprepossessing 
pieces of horseflesh that ever lived, but one that 


raised him from penury to the enjoyment of a 


competence, She was the property of the Rev. 
Mr. Scutt, of Ridgebury. In 1872 he was Pastor 
of the Methodist Church of that place. He was 
a great lover and excellent judge of horses, but 
was too poor to indulge his likings in that 
line. He owned a black mare which, besides 
a general uncouth appearance, was disfigured by 
a knee whieh was swollen to three times its 


natural size. Dominie Scutt could not be 
shaken in his opinion and belief that the un- 
gainly mare came from the best kind of stock. 
He went so far as to claim her as a lineal 
descendant of the Mulbee horse, out of a dam 
sired by Abdallah. It was hisambition to have 
acolt out of her by some good horse, He bred 
her in 1878 to J. H. Wood's celebrated horse 
Knickerbocker, but about the time the colt was 
foaled the dominie was prostrated by 
paralysis, and he was unable to_ pay 
Wood for the service of his horse. Wood 
canceled the debt and gave Scutt $100 for 
the colt. He sold this colt to a Georgian for a 
big price, asa l-year-old, and it turned out a 
fast one. {ts traits and points went far to prove 
the correctness of the pedigree Scutt claimed 
for his big-kneed mare. Since then the mare 
has been bred six times to Knickerbocker, The 
second colt. has yielded Scutt about $8,000 in two 
yearsinthestud. The third colt he traded for 
a farm near Binghamton, part of which he has 
since sold for $3,500, and the remainder he re- 
fused $12,000 for. He owns the third, fourth, 
and fifth colts. He values them at $1,000 each. 
The sixth is 1 year old, and promises to bea valu- 
able animal. The Big-Kneed Mare was 21 yeats 
old.

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TWO ENGINEERS AT ODDS 


CHARGES OF FRAUDS IN THE NEW 
AQUEDUCT. 


ENGINEER CRAVEN, IN RESPONSE TO AN 
ORDER TO RESIGN, ACCUSES ENGINEER 
CHURCH OF IRREGULARITIES. 

Soon after the Aqueduct Commission 
was organized Benjamin 8. Churoh was ap- 
pointed chief engineer of the work and Lieut.- 
Commandet Aehry 8. Craven, of the United 


States Navy, was appointed engineer of con- 
struction. Last Summer Mr. Church recom- 
mended tothe commission to abolish Engineer 
Craven’s Office. The Commissioners did not 


act on the recommendation, but at their last 


meeting, ope week ago, Commissioner William 
Dowd was authorized to tell Lieut.«Commander 
Craven that if he did not resign he would be re- 
moved. As the outcome of that action, the fol- 
lowing letter was yesterday sent to the Aque- 
duct Commissioners: 


To the Honorable the Aqueduct Commissioners: 

GENTLEMEN: Commissioner Dowd has informed me 
that, without any formal action on your part you 
would be pleased to receive my resignation as dcon- 
struction engineer upon the new aqueduct. | infer 
from what Mr. Dowd gays and from the Statements in 
the vg press that the demand for my resignation 
results, not from any acts of omission or commission 
on my part, but froma very natural wish on the part 
of the Commissioners to avoid bet'.g further troubled 
by a controversy existing between myself on the 
one side and Chief Kngineer Church, and to some 
extent some of the contractors, upon the other. ‘That 
controversy is wholly of a pubiic nature, having no 
personal element whatever, and {ts present situation ts 
that in the discharge of my duties | have felt cal ed 
ae to make charges against Chief Engineer Church 
of acts involving serious betrayals of his trust. My 
own self-respect compe'led me to make these charges, 
If I had not madethem I should in remaining silent 
have become an accomplice in the wrongs to which I 
have called your attention. 

I am prepared to substantiate the charges which I 
have made. Indeed you can find upon your own files 
evidence of the truth of many of them. Your Finance 
Committee still holds and refuses to approve bills an- 
proved by Chief Engineer Church containing charges 
against the Aqueduct Commission for articles fur- 
nished him for his personal and family use and for 
the pay of private servants put by 
aqueduct pay roll. You yourselves 
masonry at the Saw Mill River ¢rossing, which 
has been condemned by myself, two assistant 
engineers, and three inspe:tors, but accepted by Mr. 
Chureh. Nothing but incompetency or worse could 
accept that masonry asin accordance with the specifica- 
tions of O’Brien & Clark’s contract. I am ready to 
prove by engineers upon thiswork the truth of the 
report made by me that the _ contractors, 
O’Brien & Clark, have withdrawn the 
timbering from over the roof of the tunnel 
or filled in the space with stone as_ required 
by the specifications. but have filled in the space with 
logs and timber in such a manner that, when they de- 
ont the earth and rock above wil! have no support and 
will be liableto come down and crush the masonry. 
You can readily verify my report that, on the Fifth 
Division, at shafts Nos. 17 and 18, by an order of Chief 
Engineer Church, in violation of the specifications, tim- 
ber already estimated ahd paid for once under the 
charge of excavatiun is being measured und paid for 
again as rubble masonry. 

I will not resign, for by so doing I would admit that 
the charges which my duty has compelled to make are

aqueduct. The first came in the form ofan intimation 
from Mr. Maurice J. Flynn that | saw too much, was 
too exacting, had better be quiet and draw 
my pay, or that the Secretary of the Navy 
would be procured to terminate my leave and 
assign ime to regular duty as an officer of 
the navy. These circumstances were promptly com- 
municated to some of your number, and Messrs. Dowd 
and Spencer made an application to the Secretary of 
the Navy to forestall any action of the. kind proposed. 
The second attempt was made in the form of an appli- 
cation to you by Chief. Engineer Church for the aboli- 
tion of the office of Construction Engineer, which I 
held under yourappointment. Yourefused Mr.Church’s 
application and declined to abolish the office, The 
third effort was by Independent action on the part of 
Chief Engineer Church tn withholding from me the con- 
tracts, reports, and other information necessary to 
enable meto discharge my duties, and this in direct 
violation of the rules advwpted by you forthe govern- 
ment of the chief and all other engineers upon the 
work. The effect of this action in violation of your 
rule isto make it impossibie for you to know, and you 
do not now know, what frauds may be in actual prog- 
ress In the construction of the aqueduct. The division 
engineers’ monthly estimates, upon which the con- 
tractors received their peremy. were formerly ex- 
amined and checked by the Construction Engineer,who 
in the course of his duties had actually seen the work 
progressing. About three months ago I discovered 
and reported a considerable error made by Division 
Engineer Wolbrecht in favor of the contractors in the 
estimate for Division No. 8. The error arose from ex- 
cessive measurement, giving the contractors over 50 
per cent. more allowance for masonry than they were 
entitledto, Thereupon Chief Engineer Church ordered 
meto cease examining and approving the estimates 
unless for additions and extensions—a mutter purely 
clerical, properly belonging to the Auditing Office in 
New-York, and upon which my familiarity with the 
work as Construction Engineer would be of no value 
whatever. 

The result is that, so far as practical benefit and 
efficiency goes, Chief Mngineer Church has overruled 
the Commissioners and abolished the office of Con- 
struction Engineer. 1 say to you that under this 
action the door now stands open for frauds in the 
building of this aqueduct of the extent of which you 
have noconception. * * * I cannot believe that the 
call for my resignation at this time is the sequel of the 
most recent and serlous charges which I have made 
against Chief Engineer Church’s conduct of the 
work, and which you have had in our ossession 
for some time past, as official records. Respectfully, 

H, 8 CRAVEN, Construction Engineer. 

Chief Engineer Church read the foregoing 
letter last evening. “It is all nonsense,” he 
said. “In the first place Iam not aware that 
any charges against me are or have been on file 
before the Commissioners. This ig not a per- 
sonal controversy between myself and Mr. 
Craven. It has simply grown out of the official 
insubordination_of the Construction Engineer. 
As regards Mr. Craven's first accustion against 
me, Iam not aware that the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion or any of its committees holds and refuses 
to pay bills approved by me for articles fur- 
nished for my personal or family use. Nosuch 
articles haye ever been charged by me to the 
commission, and there is no servant of mine on 
any of the aqueduct pay rolls. In relation to 
the masonry at Saw Mill Crossing, which En- 
gineer Craven condemned, I will say that the 
wall there 18 one of the best constructed on the 
entire work. Now, to take up the accusation 
that I have permitted timber to be measured 
and paid for twice, once under the charge of 
excavation and again as rubble masonry. This 
charge is silly. In making an excavation the 
contractor is obliged to put in sufficient timber 
to sustain the masonry. He is expected to 
provide for that in his general estimates. If itis 
found necessary to leave the timbering in the 
tunnel, and masonry has to be built in around 
it, I consider it no more than fair that the tim- 
ber shall be measured as so much masonry. In 
the two shafts alluded to by Mr. Craven the tim- 
bers were left in because the rock roof of the 
tunnel was dangerous. It was thought advisa- 
bie to let the titnbers stay there in order to dis- 
tribute the weight of the tunnelroof. There is 
no danger of the top masonry of the tunnel 
being crushed by the rotting of the timbers.” 

“How about the error made by Division En- 
gineer Wolbrecht in favor of the contractors?” 
queried the reporter, 

“That was a clerical error,” said Engineer 
Church. ‘It was corrected before the estimates 
were sent in to the commission. In order to 
prevent any recurrence of such errors [ insti- 
tuted a check in my own office. The adoption 
of my method of checks of course relieved the 
Construction Engineer of that part of his duty. 
Mr. Craven says that I have witbheld contracts 
and documents from him. That is untrue.” 

‘““ What has caused this trouble between En- 
gineer Craven and yourself ?”’ 

* Well, I don’t know,” replied Mr. Church. “TI 
did what® could to secure Craven’s appoint- 
ment, partly on account of his uncle, with 
whom I worked as assistant fora great many 
years. As soon as he obtained the power that 
the office of Construction Engineer bestowed 
upon him he began to presume wpon it. The 
effect of his presumption became so serious that 
in the interest of the work I recommended the 
abolition of his office.” 

The Aqueduct Commissioners will meet to- 
day, at which time Mr. Craven’s letter will be 
formally presented for their consideration. 





A MEDICAL STUDENT’S RASH ACT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 2.—While the exer- 
cises of the Atlanta Medical College were pro- 
gressing last night there was one member of the 
graduating class who was not an observer. It 
was A. J. Coursen, of Waco, Texas. He did not 
reach the standard of proficiency, and was in- 
formed that he would not be given a diploma.

Cui1cAGo, March 2,—Since Thursday 
last Geoffrey O'Hara, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Chicago Division of the Pullman Palace 
Car Company, has been ill with erysipelasina 
room on the sixth floor of the Palmer House.

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WILLIAM HRATH. 
William Heath, broker, died of nervous 
prostration at the Laurel House, in Lakewood, 
N, J., on Monday night, He went there in Janu- 


ary last, soon after his release from Ludlow- 
Street Jail, in which he was confined for debt to 
Jay Gould’s partner, Morosini. Mr. Heath’s 
friends attribute hisdeath directly to this im- 
prisonment. He was butacommon boarder in 


thé jail, and not having the means to pay for 


luxuries he shared the close Gonfitietent and 


other hardships of a common visoner. Phe 
circumstances of the failure of William Heath & 
Co., on Oct. 2 of last year, are too recent to re- 
quire recapitulation. It was caused largely by 
responsibility assumed inthe big bear specula- 
tions of Henry N. Smith, who was granted cred- 
its without collateral of between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000. 

Mr. Heath was 51 years old. He was the son 
of Gen. Heath, of Massachusetts, and began 
business life in Boston with Blake Brothers & 
Co. He came to this city in 1860 as an agent of 
Nevius & Co., of Boston. His quick, decisive 
character and the rapidity of his operations soon 
made him friends and brought him pecuniary 
success. When he joined the open board of 
brokers he was popularly known as the ‘ Amer- 
ican Deer.” The sobriquet clung to him in Jater 
years, when the open board merged into the 
Stock Exchange. Mr. Heath first went into 
business with James M. Ellis, but in 1870 he as- 
sociated himself with Charles E. Quincey in the 
firm whieh failed last year, It prospered at one 
time, maintaining branch houses in London and 
Paris. Heath in his career figured conspicuous- 
ly as the broker of Jay Gould, and in 1873, when 
Gou'd wasin danger of imprisonment, Heath 
went abroad for Gould's sake. 

Mr. Heath leaves a wife and two sons. Mrs. 
Heath has been living in Paris since 1869. She 
came over here to assist her husband in his diffi- 
culties with Morosini. Her money secured his 
release from jai!, but she soon returned to Paris, 
taking her son William, 16 years old, with her. 
The elder son, W. G. H. Heath, is living in this 
city, and is a member of the Stock Exchange. 
During his {llness, Mr. Heath was nursed by Mrs, 
Edwatd Atkinson, his sister, the wife of the 
political economist of Boston. She and Broker 
C. H. Kimball, of this citv, were with him when 
he died. Mr. Heath had been troubléd with con- 
sumption fora few years, but his physician is 
reported to attribute the cause of his death di- 
rectly to nervous prostration and debility, 
caused by the excitement of the failure and the 
consequent imprisonment, The body will be 
brought to this city to-day, and the funeral will 
occur t@morrow merning at St, Thomas's 
Church, of which Mt, Heath was a prominent 
member.

MEDICINE AS A PROFESSION.

JACKSON’S LECTURE TO THE HAR- 
VARD STUDENTS, 


Boston, March 2.—The third lecture in 
the course on the various professions, which is 
being delivered at Harvard College, was 
given this evening before a large audi- 
6énce in Sever Hall by Dr. T. R. Edes 
Jackson, Professor of Chemical Medicine in the 


Harvard Medical School, The subject of the 


lecture was “Medicine as a Profession.” The 
lecturer began with the remark thathe had 
never advised anyone to enter the medical 
profession, and did not intend to deviate 
from this custom. His lecture would not 
be a rose-colored, alluring view of the 
profession. He would put the truth 
with the shadows as well as the light. In medi- 


cine, more than in any other calling, a man must 
be enthusiastic and thoroughly interested in his 
work, Its pursuit is so engrossing that there is 
no escape from it. His whole time must be de- 
voted to it; whatever pleasure or relaxation he 
desired must be found in it. He must, there- 
fore, be fond of his profession. 

First of all,as a means of competence, med!- 
cine {ls no place to make large%fortunes, but it 
isa good place for comfortable living. English 
doctors who have visited our shores have been 
much struck by the easy, comfortable condition 
of the body of our physicians, although there 
are twice as many here to the population as in 
England. There the great incomes are greater, 
but the less incomes are less. One great 
drawback to tho profession lies in the fact 
that the law offers it no protection, as it 
does in other countries. It is a curious 
fact that in the United States a certificate of in- 
sanity is the only thing which requires an edu- 
cation of a physician; in nothing elise does the 
law interfere. The consequence is that the 
country is overrun with people who call 
themselves physicians, but who are such 
only inname. This state of things, instead of 
turning educated men away, ought to bring 
them to the profession. By this means can the 
line be drawn deep and wide between the real 
and the sham physicians. Whatis needed most 
is men of learning and practical knowledge to 
elevate the profession in the eyes of the public. 

The prospects of success were shown by statis- 
tics taken froma work by Mr, Piget, Out of 
1,000 pupils, over 600 achieved moderate, 66 
considerable, and 23 distinguished success. 
There was always room at the top 
in this profession, as ‘well as in any 
other, but unlike the ‘others, there was room 
also in the upperhalf, The places were now oc- 
cupied, but were not occuffed with suitable 
men; good, faithful men, with a col- 
lege _ education, could easily displace 
them’ in time, As to the oft quot- 
ed advice, *“*“Go West, young man,” the 
lecturer thought it would not apply in this pro- 
fession. In Illinois, Idaho, and Oregon the ratio 
of physicians to the population was the same as 
it is iu the East—about 1 to every 400 or 500, or 
about twice what it should be, There was, 
therefore, no better chance in the West than in 
the East, and no one should go,the lecturer 
thought, unless he liked the country.

FITNESS FOR PROMOTION.

The appointing power sball determine by general 
regulation who are the ithmediate official superiors of 
the officers in each grade in the department.” 


NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


PROGRESS OF THE COMMITTEE INVESTIGAT 
ING PRISON MANAGEMENT. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 2.—There was no 


business of importance at the morning session of 
the Senate to-day. In the afternoon Senator 
Griggs's bill, which provides punishment for any 
Person concerned in the publication of indecent 
or obscene matter, was, after a lively discussion, 
and an attempt to amend by striking out the 
second section, which provides that the truth of 


the article shall not serve as a defense, passed ta 
a third reading without amendment. 

The House this morning toox up the Jersey 
City Tunnel bill for amendment. But one 


amendment was offered, however, and that by 


Mr. Parker, of Hssex, who desired to have the 
tunne! within the limits of Jersey City, and its 
construction supervised by the Riparian Com- 
missioners. This was agreed to by the intro- 
ducer of the bill, and adopted by the House 
without objection. Then Mr. Hudspeth moved 
for a reconsideration of the vote by which bis 
Washington-Street Bridge bill was ald on the ta- 
ble, This motion called forth considerable debate, 
but was finally agreed to by a vote of 30 to 29, 
Mr. Parker then, with the permission of the 
members, withdrew his motion to lay on the 
table.

Price, $1; six bottles, 





PARCELS SENT BY MAIL 


THE PROFITLESS WORK FORCED 
ON THE POST OFFICE, 

AIMS SOUGHT IN THE BILL TO INCREASE 
THE RATE OF POSTAGE ON FOURTH 
CLASS MAIL MATTER. 

Merchants of this city who have built 
up a large trade with country customers through 
the mails are very much interested in the bill in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator Wilson, of 
Towa, proposing an increase in the rate of post- 
age on fourth class matter from 1to2centsan 
punce. Hundreds of merchants here oppose 
the bill, thinking that it is destined to materially 
injure a business which, since the reduction in 
fourth class rates, they have built up to one of 
very large proportions. Most of the large retail 
firms dealing in dry goods and fancy goods have 
departments, with large numbers of clerks em- 
ployed, who do nothing but attend to orders re- 
ceived by mail for goodsto be shippedto all 
parts of the country by mail or express. The 
low rate of postage,1 cent an ounce for any 
weight up to four pounds, tended to convert the 
postal service from its legitimate business into a 
parcel post ora sort of universal express com- 
pany forthe carriage of packages not prohibited 
from the mails weighing less than four pounds, 

The outcome of the facility for cheap trans- 
portation was the creation of an entirely new 
branch of business, of which such firms as Lord 
& Taylor, McCreery, Ebrich Brothers, O'Neill, 
Macy, Simpson, Crawford & Simpson, Ridley, 
and other equally large and enterprising firms 
took advantage. ‘“*Goods sent by mail” was 
what the new department might have been 


called. Special catalogues giving illustrated 
lists of goods that could be shipped in this way 
were prepared and sent to even the remotest 
parts of the country. Samples of goods were 
shipped to prospective purchasers, and this de- 
partment grew until it has reathed enormous 
proportions; For instance, one-third of the en- 
tire amount of business done by the registry de- 
artment consists of domestic parcels, of which 
5 per cent. were goods sent out by merchants, 
consisting of all kindsof mailable matter—dry 
goods, clothing, boots, and shoes, &c. 

So great did these shipments become in time 
that the express companies, in order to keep 
their paying parcel delivery, had to make special 
rates which should meet those offered by the 
Post Office Department. These rates were such 
as enabied them to keep their business in this 
line for short hauls, that is, within a radius of 
200 miles of the city, within which territory the 
business pays weli enough even at the reduced 
rates. The hauls to remote points were left to 
the Government service, as it didn’t pay the 
companies to compete with the postal service 
to such points. The result is that the “parcel 
post,”’ as the fourth class matter postal service 
should be called, has now to carry enormous 
quantities of samples and merchandise as far 
West as the Rockies and toall the Southern and 
Southwestern States. This is, of course, done 
at a loss to the postal service, which 
receives for its business from this city 
only about 40 per cent. of the actual 
cost of transportation, even though the revenue 
from the business 18, according to the statement 
of last year’s business, 20 per cent. of the gross 
receipts, The Post Office bere handled last year, 
In round numbers, 442,000,000 pieces of mail mat- 
ter, of which 8,000,000 pieces were samples and 
4,000,000 pieces merchandise. These two consti- 
tute the fourth class mail matter. The average 
bulk weight of the merchandise packages, or- 
dinary and registered, is about 24 pounds. In 
relation to the aggregate amount of ordinary 
mafi matter fourth class matter during the past 
year held these percentages:

This would make the total percentage of 
fourth class matter, as compared with the ag- 

regate amount of all matter mailed from the 

ew-York office, 2.7 per cent. as to the number 
of pieces, 9.7 per cent. of the weight, 18.8 per 
cent. of the buik, and the income 20.15 per cent. 
of the total revenue. The actual cost for the 
transportation of this matter is estimated at 
from 29 to 30 cents per pound, though the Gov- 
ernment receives only 16 cents per pound under 
the existing rates. If Mr. Wilson’s bill should 
pass, the Post Office Department would receive 
a trifling profit over the actual expense 
Incurred. This the postal authorities at Wash- 
ington agree would resuit in no material injury 
to or interference with the parcel business, 
while it would tend to wipe out the deficiency 
caused by the decrease in postage, and increase 
in the weight carrying power of a two-cent 
stamp. The increase in reyenue, so Senator Wil- 
son argues, would not only tend to wipe out the 
present yearly deficiency of $10,000,000, which 
promises to be increased by at least $3,000,000 
during the present fiscal year, but would enable 
needed improvements in the service to be made, 
instead of making necessary the abolition, or at 
least curtailment, of needed appropriations to 
meet the constantly increasing demands on the 
service. 

Merchants here, will, of course, oppose the in- 
crease, the argument being that an increase in 
the postal rates will tend not only to decrease 
their profits but to drive off possibile patrons. 
As an offset to this, they have only the fact that 
their patrons in the inland towns will still bave 
the benefit of New-York fashions atu figure 
which, even with the increased postage charges, 
would be less than they could obtain from local 
dealers. Western and Southern merchantg, on 
the other hand, are in favor of the increase, be- 
cause the present low postal rates put them at 
a marked disadvantage with merchants in this 
city, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, and New- 
Orleans, to which cities this business of sending 
goods to customers through the mails is princi- 
pally confined. It is in behalf of these small 
dealers in small towns that Senator Wilson's bill 
is introduced, their claim being that the reduc- 
tion of postage on fourth class matter as well as 
the reduction of letter postage, and the increase 
in weight permissible in first class matter has 
proved to be class legisiation, or has bene- 
fited a few capitalists well able to pay the oid 
sharges without in any way helping the masses. 





MEDICAL M:!SSIONARY WORK. 

To train young men in the practice of 
medicine and surgery, so as to fit them for work 
in China, India or Africa as medical missionaries, 
the New-York Medica! Missionary Society re- 
quires, during the present year $5,000. Of this 
amount $1,400 has already been subscribed, Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt contributing $6290 and his 
brother, George, $300. Five other gentlemen 


have contributed $100 each, In order to as- 
ist in raising the balance a meeting was 
eld at the Broadway Tabernacle, last even- 
ing, at which Dr. C. R. Agnew presided. 
Missionaries Hopper and Randle, the latter now 
Rstudent at the society’s institute, told of, the 
great benefits achieved through the work of 
medical missionaries, particularly in reaching 
fields from which the ordinary Gospel muission- 
ary would be excluded. The Indian missionary, 
the Rev. Jacob Chamberlain, M. D., told how 
bis knowledge of medicine and surgery had aid- 
ed him in spreading Christianity in India, and 
Prof. Long, of Roberts College, Constantinople, 
spoke of the necessity tor medical missionaries 
to educate native Christian doctors in Turkey. 
The society which thusappeals for aid has now 
four free dispensaries in the city, an institute 
where nine medical missionaries are now being 
educated, and where 50 who have offered them- 
selves for education for this work could not be 
educated, for lack of funds to prosecute the 
work. Dr. Agnew said thatin this, one of the 
medical as well ascharitable centres of the world, 
pn appeal of this character, for so practical a 
work, ought to meet with a ready ‘and hearty 
esponse, for the work is*one that appeals to 
umanitarians and Christians alike. 





HOW THE IRENE GOT ASHORE. 

The sloop that went ashore at King’s 
Point, near Great Neck, Long Isiand, on Friday 
night, and was so heavily coated with ice that 
her name could not then be distinguished, is the 
Irene, owned by Carl Smith & Co., of Broome- 
street, and commanded by Capt. Scott. She left 
New-York for Oyster Bay on Friday, loaded with 
fertilizers. On Friday night she was anchored 
off Hart’s Island. When she began to drag her 
ancbor Capt. Scott and his crew of two men 
rowed ashore in the sloop’s dingey and re- 
mained on the island until Monaay morning. 
When they returned to New-York, Not many 
hours after she was deserted the Irene went 
asbore at King’s Point. She was boarded on 
Saturday morning by Patrick Regan, gardener 
for ex-Senator Jobn King. He found the 
cabin door Jocked. He also found a very cold 
and bungry dog. The iatter he took ashore. On 
Monday Mr. Revan called at Smith & Co.'s office, 
only to find that Capt. Scott bad arrived there a 
few minutes ahead of him. The Captain ana the 
crew returned by train to King’s Point with Mr. 
Regan. Yesterday they were trying to keep 
warm on board the Irene and waiting for a high 
tide to send her on her way. The sloop is not 
dnjured.

HOW A PROHIBITIONIST WAs SHOT DOWN 
BY SAM ENNIS. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 2.—The kill- 
ing of Marsha) Haygood by Mr. Sam Ennis on 
Saturday has given a bloody culmination to 
one of the bitterest contests over prohibition yet 
conducted in Georgia. Preacher Carter, colored, 
from Atlanta, was brought here on Saturday 
morning and, mounting a cotton bale, made a 


bition. After he had left Capt. T. P. Ennis, anti- 
prohibitionist, proceeded to address the crowd. 
Haygood remarked that the negroes ought to be 
arrested. Sam Ennis, a younger brother of 


Capt. Ennis, approached Haywood and asked 
him what he had said about Capt. Ennis, Hay- 
gooe. who is a prohibitionist, replied: ‘ Capt. 
nnis is a nice gentieman, but he can’t 
make a speech, because there is no argument 
on bis side.” Shortly after Haygood approached 
Mr. Ennis and said: “ Let's take a walk. I want 
to tell you something.” After walkinga tew 
steps Mr. Ennis took his pistol from his pistol 
peta cocked it, and put it in another pocket. 
hen the two men were nearly across the street 
Mr. Ennis said: ‘“* Where do you want to go ?” 

“Tf you'll go farenough with me you'll never 
return alive,” Haygood replied. 

Mr. Ennis, who was at Haygood's richt side, 
stopped andsaid: “ Well, if that’s what you want 
T’d better not go any furtner.”’ He then quickly 
took his pistol from his pocket, placed the muzzle 
against Haygood’s right side, five inches above 
the waist, and fired. Almost instantly he placed 
the muzzle against Haygood’s left breast and 
fired again. Haygood sprang uponthe pavement 
and started on arun upthe street. Ennis fireda 
third snot as Haygood ran up the street, but it 
did not take effect. Haygood ran into Mr. Case’s 
drug store, lurched, and feil to the fioor. To 
those around him hesaid; ** Why did he do it? 
I never harmed him." 

As explaining the feeling which led up to this 
state of things, both parties charge the other 
with inciting to riot and bloodshed, The pro- 
hibitionists brought the Rev. Sam Jones here. 
He delivered a speech and preached a ser- 
mon. The anti-prohibitionists allege that 
he advised the prohibitionists to be ready to 
fight if it should be found necessary in order to 
secure the polling of their votes, and tnat he 
even recommended that they should go to the 
poils armed with pistols. 





GOING OUT OF BUSINESS. 


INDIANIANS WILL HAVE TO DO WITHOUT 
TELEPHONES. 

Cxurcaeo, March 2.—The Central Union 
Telephone Company to-day issued the following 
notice to its patrons in Indiana: “ This company 
announces with regret that, in view of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of Indiana sus- 
taining the validity of the law regulating tele- 
phone rentals and toll line charges, it has voted 
to decline all new business in the larger cities, 
where it is impossible to furnish service under 
the law without loss; to forthwith give notice 
of the termination at the earliest possi- 
ble date of the contracts of all subscrib- 
ers in such places; to make the contin- 
uance of exchange business in smaller 
places dependent on the possibility of continu- 
ing under the law without loss, and to appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. This 
conclusion has been reached after a careful and 
thorough revision of the estimates which were 
submitted to the committee of the Senate and 
the Governor of the State, and upon which the 
oaths of its officers in pending litigation were 
based, showing that the company could not 
proseaniy carry on its business under re 
aw. Much time has been spent in an effort to 
devise some plan by which all of its exchanges 
and toll lines could be continued, but to no pur- 
pose, In conclusion, the company desires to ex- 
press to all of its subscribers its thanks for their 
 aeomning a and especially to the majority who 

ave felt, in common, with its officers, the inex- 
pediency and injustice ot the law.” 





LABOR TROUBLES IN NEW-HAVEN. 

New-Haven, Conn., March 2,—Labor 
troubles in this city and its neighborhood have 
increased in number lately. Yesterday morning 
the Branford Lock Works shut down, the 300 em- 
ployes of the company having received notice 
that until the trouble with the molders, 89 of 


whom went out on a strike two weeks ago, could 
be settled it would be impossible for the com- 
pany to run its other departments. The 
molders demand an increase of 20 per cent. 
It is claimed by their friends that the strike waa 
orderea by the Knights of Labor on the ground 
that the men’s wages had been reduced during 
the dull season of the past two years and now 
ought to be raised. The company takes the 
ground that the molders* wages were as high 
as the highest paid in other shops in the State. 

Sixteen of the cigarmakers employed by Louis 
Osterweis, who owns the largest cigar factory in 
the State, left hisshop yesterday. They are mem- 
bers of the Progressive Union, and their action 
is due to a notice served upon all his employes 
by Mr. Osterweis last week to the etfeot 
that after to-day his factory would be 
ap International Union shop. There were 24 
Progressive Union men in his employ, and of 
these eight, after receiving the warning, applied 
for admission to the Internationals. The blue 
labels adopted by that union were received at 
the Osterweis shop yesterday, and hereafter the 
men employed will be confined to that organiza- 
tion. Mr. Osterweis stated that he had raised 
the price on certain jobs. 





TO ESTABLISH A NEW CHAUTAUQUA. 

Bourra.o, March 1.—Early last Fall the 
Rev. Dr. J. G. Townsend created quite a sensa- 
tion by announcing that he could no ionger re- 
main .the Pastor of the Asbury Methodist 
Church, as he did not believe in many important 
articles of the creed. Hell and eterna) punish- 
ment were something inconsistent with his con- 
ception of a loving God, so Mr. Townsend went 
to Jamestown, where he began preaching the 
“new theology,” as it was called. He gathered 
the richest and most influential people in town 
about him, and now thereisa scheme to estab- 
lish a new Chautauqua on the banks of the fa- 
mous lake asa bome forthe newtheology. A 
survey of various localities has alreagy been 
made. The plan of running this place will be 
modeled on that of Chautauqua, only a more 
liberal and democratic policy will be pursued.

DEATH FROM AN OVERDOSE OF GAS. 

NrEw-HAvVEN, Conn., March 2.—Matthew 
Bush, the young colored man who took too 
much laughing gas Tuesday last, died last night. 
No case in this city for years was more anxious- 
ly watched by the physicians than that of Bush. 
They pronounced it one of the most remarkable 
on record.. Dr. Gustavus Eliot, who had charge 
of the case for the last few days, says that death 
was due tothe gas. Others believe that Bush 
was troubled by some organic disease. The 
question of responsibility for the man’s death is 
an interesting one, and wili probably be decided 
by a rigid examination. Bush was very popular 
among his people, and it is hard to estimate 


the excitement they feel at the manner in which 
he met his death, 





WILD CATS IN CONNEOTICUT. 

Essex, Conn., March 2,—Wild cats have 
been unusually plenty in this part of Connecti- 
cut this Winter. In North Guilford recently 
Nelson Lane, armed with an axe, killed one in 
his woodhouse after a long and desperate bat- 
tle. In Salem a hunter killed another with a re- 
volver. A wiid cat is robbing Niantic hen 
roosts, and has been hunted repeatedly without 
success. In Killingworth three of the animals 
have been killed this season; in North Guilford 
one, in Chester one, in Saybrook one, in Niantic 
and East Lyme three. This is something phe- 
nomenal in Connecticut hunting annals.

A LIGHT DAY IN BOTH HOUSES.

MR, ERWIN’S BILL TO-INCREASE THE NUM- 
BER OF STATE ASSESSORS. 

AuBany, Mareh 2,—Mr. Erwin’s Dill 
amending the law in regard to State Assessors 
was the principal subject of discussion by the 
Assembly to-day, It authorizes the appoint- 
ment by the Governor and their confirmation by 
the Senate of two additional State Assessors, 
making a board of five. One of these is to be 
selected from the party which cast the larg- 
est vote at the last State election, 
and the other from the opposing party. 
Any three of these Assessors are empownred to 
transact all business appertaining to their office, 
but all five must be duly notified of every meet- 
ing for the transaction of business. The five 
members are constituted a State Board of Equal- 
ization, ** whose duty it shall be to equalize the 
State tax among the several counties of the 
State and to fix the amount of assessment of 


real and personal estate on which the State tax 
shall be levied in each county.” 

In explaining the bill Mr. Erwin said tnat 
eight appeals from as many counties were still 
endian before the present board of three As- 
sessors. To this class of cases, he argued, the As- 
sessors had not sufficient time to attend. The 
addition of two Assessors to the board would, he 
believed, enable a part of the board to carefully 
examine this class of cases while their associates 
were engaged in their labors in other parts of 
the State. Mr. Erwin claimed that much of the 
results of the presents board’s examination of 
New-York City property was really guesswork. 
The Assessors bad not time to acquaint 
themselves with the values of New-York proper- 
ty. The abolition of the Board of State Equali- 
zation, composed of the Governor and the other 
State officers, was advocated by Mr. Erwin on 
the ground that the State Assessors really did 
all the work and there was no necessity for the 
services of another board. 

Mr. Cantor opposed the abolition of the 
Eaualization Board, saying it was dangerous to 
give any board such power as this would lodge 
with the Assessors. He desired that the bill 
should specify that one of these new Assessors 
should be given to New-York. Mr. McCann in 
behalf of Brooklyn made a similar demand. Mr. 
Sheehan, Judge Greene, and Mr. Tappan all ad- 
vocated the Erwin billas it stands. it was finai- 
ly ordered to a third reading. 

It is believed that this bill is the product of 
the present Assessors, who realize that one of 
their number must retire from office if the Gov- 
ernor redeems his pledge to give New-York City 
a representation upon the board. Undoubtedly 
be will keep his promise. The proposition to lop 
off the Board of Equalization, which now serves 
as acourt of appeals from the Assessors is not 
regarded with especialfavor. Possibly the board 
might be increased with advantage to the State, 
but the wisdom of granting it any more arbi- 
trary powers than it now possesses is doubted. 

A bill of Gen. Curtis requiring contracts to be 
entered into by the State officers for all materials 
or work to the value of $500 and upward was 
progressed, 

The conference committees of the two houses 
have compromised upon an appropriation of 

800,000 for the State prisons. The Assembly 
originally granted a million, while the Senate 
fixed upon half of that sum. 

The rumor reaches Albany that some of the 
New-York “ boys” have already reached an un- 
derstanding with President Nooney, of the 
Board of Aldermen, by which, providing the 
municipal bills of Assemblyman Bruns are 
passed, they are to share the patronage which 
Mr. Nooney will be called upon to aid in distrib- 
uting. Some of the members of the Legislature 
are said to have received the cue from “the 
boys” to support the Bruns bills. But these bills 
have not yet been reported by the Cities Com- 
mittee, ana the chances are said to be good for 
their receiving a black eye if they ever get away 
from Mr. Hamilton’s committee. 

The Senate has disposed of all the grist thus 
tar received from its committees. Its session to- 
day lasted three-quarters of an hour. 

The bill of Senator Murphy making an aggre- 
gate of 20 years’ service, instead of a continuous 
service of 20 years, the requisite for retirement 
from the New-York police force upon a pension 
was passed. So also was Senator Smith's bill 
providing for the assessment of telegraph, tele- 
Phone, and electric light lines and apparatus. 

Senator Pierce introduced a pill fixing the 
rental of telephones at $5 per month through- 
out the State, 

Gen. Batcheller has a substitute forthe Capitol 
Commission bill which he will offer at to-mor- 
row’'s conference. He claims that it would give 
more of & non-partisan commission than that 
provided in the bill over which the Republicans 
are now s0 completely muddled. It creates an 
advisory commission of five—the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, President pro tem, of the 
Senate, and Speaker of the Assembly, and a 
fifth citizen, who shall be a Republican and 
a business man. Some such man as Gen. 
‘ . Seward is suggested by Gen. 
Batcheller. This commission is to have entire 
charge of the Capitol work and the employment 
and discharge of men, though it is forbidden to 
use this power for political purposes. It is his 
idea that a master builder like Mr. Perry should 
be retained by the commission. Such a plan as 
this, argues Gen. Batcheller, would make the 
Republican Party responsible for the good man- 
agement of the work, and would operate to pre- 
— the use of the Capitol as a political ma- 
chine, 

The Assembly Commerce and Navigation 
Committee are acting very queerly about the 
bills abolishing the old office of Harbor Master 
and the fees of the Health Officer of the Port. 
They had a meeting this afternoon, at which 
they solemnly considered both of these reform 
measures. The duties of Harbor Masters have 
been discharged so long by the New-York Dock 
Department that nothing but a tradition re- 
mains of the officer who once demanded his fee 
whenever he docked a vessel. The wisdom of 
repealing the act of 1883, which only awaits the 
time when a Governor and a Senate are in per- 
fect harmony to become operative is apparent 
to most people outside this committee. Mr. 
Charles Smith told his associates that he wanted 
to see a manin New-York about this matter, 
and the committee, instead of going to report 
the bill favorably, agreed to sit a week longer 
upon it. If his committee is not a littl more 
attentive to business it may hatch a scandal. 
The friends of the quarantine people have un- 
wisely let it become known that they hope to 
choke off action upon the Health Officer’s bill. 
Perhaps the keen Mr. Smith snuffs something in 
the air. If the committee is to be carried down 
to quarantine to be inspected and gauged, the

THREE PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 

Furton, Mo., March 2.—This morning 
Mrs. Quisenberry’s house, on Nicholas-street, 
was discovered to be on fire. Neighbors hasten- 
ing to the burning house heard low cries of dis- 
tress, and found Mrs. Quisenberry lyingin the 
yard partly wrapped ina blanket. Several men 
rushed for water and dashed it over her, but she 
seemed to be dead. Her two sons, aged, re- 
spectively, about 17 and 19, were not in sight, 
but were supposed to be all right, The flames 
completely enveloped the house and were be- 
yond all control. The boys were not seen any- 
where in the crowd that gcathered around, and 
finally the belief prevailed that they were suffo- 
cated and roasting in the beds upstairs. The 
mother was probably trying to save them and 
her clothing caught fire. The crowd could not 
save the house, and it was totally destroyed. 
The charred remains of the boys were found in 
the débris of the house after the fire had sub- 
sided.

They state that 
they are going because they are offered regular 
wages as farm bands, and are becoming impov- 
erished in the South by high rents and small 
wages.

THE WAR ON THE CHINESE 


A MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 
TO CONGRESS. 
HE URGES PROMPT LEGISLATION TO IN- 
DEMNIFY THE VICTIMS FOR THEIR 
LOSSES. 4 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The President sent 
the following message to Congress to-day: 


To the senate and Howse of Representatives: 

Itis made the constitutional duty of the President 
to recommend to the consideration of Congress from 
time to time such measures as he shall judge necessary 
and expedient. Inno matter can the necessity of this 
be more evident than when the good faitn of the 
United States under the solemn obligation of treaties 
with foreign powers is concerned, ‘The question of 
the treatment of the subjects of China sojourning 
within the jurisdiction of the United States presents 
such a matter for the urgent and earnest consideration 
of the Executive and the Congress. In my first annual 
message, upon the assembling of the present Congress, 
I adverted to this question in the following words: 

“The harmony of our relations with China is fully 
sustained, Inthe application of the acts lately passed 
to execute the treaty of 1880, restrictive of the imml- 
gretion of Chinese laborers into the United States, in- 

ividual cases of hardship have occurred beyond the 

ower of the Executive to remedy and calling for 
udicial determination. ‘Che condition of the Chinese 
question in the Western States and 'l'erritories is, de- 
spite this restrictive legislation, far from being satis- 
factory. The recent outbreak in Wyoming Terri- 
tory, where numbers of unoffending Chinamen, in- 
ot ry? within the protection of the treaties 
and the law, were murdered by a mob, und the still 
more recent threatened outbreak of the same charac- 
ter in Washington Territory, are fresh in the minds of 
ail, and there is apprehension lest the bitterness of 
feeling against the Mongolian race on the Pacific slope 
may find ventin similar lawless demonstrations. All 
the power of this Government should be exerted to 
maintain the amplest good faith toward China in the 
treatment of these men, and the inflexible sternness 
of the law in bringing the wrong-doers to 
justice should be insisted upon. very ef- 
fort has been made by this Government to 
prevent these violent outbreaks and to aid the repre- 
sentatives of China in their investigation of these out- 
rages, and it is but just to say that they are traceable 
to theiawlessness of men notcitizens of the United 
S:ates engaged in competition with Chinese laborers. 
Race prejudice is the chief factor in originating these 
disturbances, and it exists inalarge part of our de- 
main, jeopardizing our domestic peace and the good 
relationship we strive to maintain with China. 
Yhe admitted right of a Government to prevent 
the tntiux of elements hostile to its internal peace and 
security may not be questioned, even where there is 
no treaty stipulation on the subject. That the exclu- 
sion of Chinese labor isdemanded in other countries 
where like conditions prevail is strongly evidenced in 
the Dominion of Canada, where Chinese immigration 
is now reculated by laws more exclusivethan our own, 
If existing laws are inadequate to compass the end in 
view Il shall be prepared to give earnest consideration 
to any further remedial measures within the treaty 
limits which the wisdom of Vonarene may devise.” 

At the time I wrote this the shocking occurrences at 
Rock Springs, in Wyoming ‘Verritory, were fresh in the 
minds of all. and had been recently presented anew to 
the attention of this Government by the Chinese Min- 
ister in a note which, while not unnaturally exhibiting 
some misconceptionjof our Federal system of adminis- 
tration in the Territories, while they as yet are not in 
the exercise of the full measure Of that self-govern- 
ment pertaining to the States of tne Union, presents 
in truthful terms the main features of the cruel Out- 
rage there perpetrated upon inoffensive subjects of 
China. Inthe investigation of the Kock Springs out- 
break, and the ascertainment of the fact on which the 
Chinese Minister’s statements rest, the Chinese rep- 
resentatives were aided by the agents of the United 
States and the’ reports submitted, having been 
thus framed and recounting facts within the knowl- 
edge of witnesses on both sides, possess an impartial 
truthfulness which could not failto give them great 
impressiveness. ‘I'he facts, which so far are not con- 
troverted or affected by any exculpatory or mitigating 
testimony, show the murder of Chinese subjects in 
September last at Rock Springs, the wounding of many 
others, and the spoliation of the propérty of all when 
the unhappy survivors had been driven from their 
habitations. There is no allegation that the victims, 
by any lawless or disorderiy act on their part, contrib- 
uted to bring about a collision; on the contrary it 
appears that the law-abiding disposition of these 
people who were s0journers in our midst, 
under the sanction of hospitality and ex- 
press treaty obligations, was made the pretext for the 
attack uponthem. This outrage upon law and treaty 
engagements was committed by a lawless mob, None 
of the aggressors, happily for the national good fame, 
appear by the reports.to have been citizens of the 
United States. They were aliens, engaged in that re- 
remote district as mining laborers, who became ex- 
cited against the Chinese laborers, as it would seem, 
because of their refusal to jointhem ina strike to se- 
cure higher wages. ‘(he oppression of Chinese sub- 
jects by their rivals in the competition for labor does 
not differ in violence and illegality from that applied 
to other classes of native or alien labor. All are 
equally under the protection of law and equally en- 
titled to enjoy the benefits of assured public order. 

Were there no treaty in existence referring to the 
rights of Chinese subjects—they come hither as all 
other strangers who voluntarily resort to this land of 
freedom, of self-government, and of laws, here peace- 
ably to win their bread and to live their lves—there 
cun be no guestion that they would be entitled still to 
the same measure of protection from violence and the 
same free forum for tne redress of their grievances 
as any other aliens. So far as the treaties be- 
tween the United States and China stipulate 
for the treatment of the Ohinese subjects actually in 
the United States as the citizens or subjects of the 
**most favored nation” are treated, they create no 
new status forthem; they simply recognize and con- 
firm a general ana existing rule applicable to all aliens 
alike, for none are fayored above others by domestic 
law and noneby foreign treaties unless it be the Chi- 
nese themselves in some respects, for, by the third ar- 
ticle of the treaty of Nov. 17, 148U, between the United 
States and China it is provided that: 

ARTICLE 3. If Chinese laborers, or Chinese of any 
other class. now either permanently or temporarily re- 
siding in the territory of the United States, meet with 
ill treatment at the hands of any other persons, the 
Government of the United States will exert all its 
power to devise measures fortheir protection and to 
secure to them the same rights, privileges, immuni- 
ties, and exemptions as may be enjoyed by the citizens 
or subjects of the most favored nation, and to which 
they are’entitied by treaty. 

This article may be held to constitute a special priv- 
jlezge for Chinese subjects inthe United States as com- 
pared with other aliens, not that it creates any pecul- 
jar rights which others do not share, but because in 
case of tll treatment of the Chinese in the United 
States this Government is bound to “exert all its 
power to devise measures for their protection” by se- 
curing to them the rights to which equally with any 
and all foreigners they are entitled. hether it is now 
incumbent upon the United States to amend their gen- 
eral laws or devise new measures in this regard do 
not consider in the present communication, but confine 
myself tothe particular point raised by the outrage 
and massacre at Kock Springs. 

The note of the Chinese Minister and the documents 
which accompany it give, as | believe, an unexag- 
gerated statement of the lamentabie incident, and 
present impressively the regrettable circumstance that 
the proceedings in the name of justice for the uscer- 
tainment of the crime and fixing the responsibility 
therefor were a ghastly mockery of justice. So long 
as the Chinese Minister, under his instructions, makes 
this the basis of an appeal to the principles and convic- 
tions of mankind no exception can betaken. But when 
he goes further, and, taking as his precedent the action 
of the Chinese Government in past instances where 
the lives of American citizens and their property in 
China have been endangered, argues a reciprocal 
obligation onthe part of the Unite.) States to indem- 
nify the Chinese subjects who suffered at Rock 
Springs, it became necessary to meet his argument 
aod to deny, most emphatically, the conciusions he 
seeks to draw as to the existence of such a liability 
and “ right of the Chinese Government to insist 
upon it. ' 

1 draw the attention of the Congress to the latter 
part of the note of the Secretary of state of Feb. 18, 
1886, in reply to the Chinese Minister's representations, 
and invite special consideration of the cogent reasons 
by which he reaches the conclusion that, while the 
United states Government is under no obligation— 
whether by the express terms of its treaties with 
China or the principles of internatioaal law—to indem- 
nify these Chinese subjects for losses caused by such 
means and under the admitted circumstances, yet 
that, in view of the pulpuble and discreditable 
failure of the authorities of W7peniee ‘Yerritory 
to bring to justice the guilty parties or 
to assure the sufferers an impartial forum in which 
to seek and obtain compersation for the losses which 
those subjects have incurred by lack of police protec- 
tion; and, considering further the entire absence of 
provocation or contribution on the part of the vic- 
tims, the Executive may be induced to bring the mat- 
ter tothe beneyvlent consideration of the Congress, 
inorder that that body, in its high discretion, may 
direct the bounty of the Goveanment jn aid or inno- 
cent and peaceful strangers whose maltreatment has 
brought discredit upon the country, with the dis- 
tinct understanding that such action js in no wise to be 
held as a vrecedent. is wholly gratuitous, and is re- 
sorted toin a spirit of pure generosity toward those 
who are otherwise helpless. 

The correspondence exchanged is herewith sub- 
mitted for the information of the Congress.

DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR. 
BELMONT REPORTS THE ANNUAL AP- 
PROPRIATION BILL. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Mr. Belmont, from 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, to-day submitted 
to the House the Diplomatic and Consular Appropria- 
tion bill, with an accompanying report. The total 
amount appropriated is $1,280,415, as against $1,919,713 
for the current year. There was included in that meas- 
ure an appropriation of $594,000 for the French- A meri- 
cun awards. ‘I'he small balance of $15,000 still due 
on those claims should be provided for in the 
opinion of the committee in the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill, and the same course should be 
taken as to other smal! items. Quotation is made from 
a recent communication of the secretary of State set- 
ting torth that ut many of the United States Legations 
no furniture had been allowed for years, and what lit- 
tle was possessed was worthless through long service, 
the official quarters in l.ondon having onlv been made 
presentuble by the liberality of a private citi- 
zen, ‘The committee increase’ the appropriation 
for contingent expenses of the  dipiomatic 
service $30,000 to remedy this state of things. 
They recommend the discontinuince of the 
appropriation of $10,000 for an agent in the Congo 
country. An increase of $20,0UU0 ts made in the con- 
tingent expenses of consulates. The accounts pre- 
sented against this fund cover expenses contemp ated 
by law, every item of which ts subjected to rigid 
scrutiny. Theamount ——e lated last year has been 
exhausted in the first three-quarters, leaving 4 defi- 
ciency. The committee recommends an increase so as 
meet Just demands on the fund “ without the necessity 
of resorting to the expedient of a deficiency appro- 
priation.” In other respects the appropriations of last 
year remain substantially unchanged. In closing his 
report Mr. Beimont says: 

‘Your committee is fully conscious that there are 
inequulities in the existing consular service which need 
immediate currection. ‘he commercial necessities of 
the country have outgrown the imperfect system of 
oOlassitication of consulates established by the act of 
1874,and since maintained. In very many instances 
the duties performed and the salaries received ure not 
Se gt proportion. Someof the most important con- 
sular positions, under existing Inws and regulations, 
are placed in charge of unsalaried Consuls or Commer- 
cial Agents who are authorized to retain feés, the 
full amount of which they are at liberty to report 
or not at will. The compensation, duties, and tenure 
of office of these officials never come before Congress 
in annual appropriation bills. It is not just to the 
service, nor is it to the interest of the country, that 
the consulates of the United States should remain on 
such an unsatisfactory basis. ‘he fees received from 
our consular officers abroad during the last fiscai year 
amounted to within $78,000 of the cost of the entire 
service. With a more equablée system of classification 
and a more rigid accountability for fees received the 
service could, perhaps, be made fully self-supporting, 
even with an increase of salary to officers whose pay 1s 
now inadequate to their duties and responsibilities, and 
to other officers in lieu of extra official fees now re- 
ceived by them. ‘This, however, isa matter of minor 
consequence considering the important fanctions our 
Consuls are called upon to perform for thé advanoe- 
ment and proteetion of American interests abroad. 
andin view of the i a efficiency that w re- 
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sult from sucha change. But the rules of the House 
roperly exclude important legislative propositions of 
his kind from consideration in an appropriation bill. 
Your committee therefore reports the bill herewith 
presented, with a purpose of submitting at an early 
Gay for the consideration of Congress a bill for the 
reorganization and readjustment of the consular 
service of the United States.”

WHITNEY AND THE FRANCHISE. 
THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY WRITES A 
LETTER TO CHAIRMAN LOW. 

WASHINGTON, March 2,—Secretary Whitney 
to-day sent the following letter to the Chairman of the 
Senate committee of the New-York Legislature in- 
vestigating thé Broadway Rallroad matter: 
WASHINGTON, March 2, 1886, 
The Hon, Henry R. Low: 

SIR: I take the liberty of addressing this note to you 
because you a:e Chairman of the committee author- 
ized to investigate the methods by which the consent 
ofthe Board of Aldermen was obtained to the con- 
struction of the raliroad now laid upon Broadway, and 
because the public press has more than once associ- 
ated my name with the subject of your inquiry. It is, 
perhaps, an inevitable penalty of holding pubiic office 
that any associatlon, however honorable, with transac- 
tions of persons thereafter subjected to public obloquy 
should be made an occassion for misrepresentation, 
and I therefore desire to enable everybody who wishes 
to do so to form a correct judgment as to my connec- 
tion with these matters. 

Mr. James A, Roosevelt, Mr. George Henry Warrén, 
Mr. George G. Haven, Mr. Brayton lves. myself, and 
other citizens of New-York, were Directors of a com- 
pany which had promptly availed itself of the general 
street railroad law of 1854, and was the first company 
to lay claim toa railroad from the Battery to Kour- 
teenth-street. in behalf of ourcompany we labored 
earnestly to prevent Mr, Sharp and his associates from 
obtaining the consent of the Bourd of Aldermen. We 
used all proper means at Our command to makethis 
opposition effectual, and we strenuously insisted that 
the privilege should be sold at public auction to the 
highest bidder. When these efforts failed we appealed 
to the Mayor, who vetoed the ordinance. It was passed 
over his veto. Wethen attacked the validity of the 
resolution, and, as we had no right of action ourselves, 
furnished legal aid to property owners for the pur- 
pose. Subsequentiy, in deference to public sentiment, 
aroused in great Soares by our efforts, Mr. Sharp and 
his associates abandoned the resolution and procured 
the passage of a new one with conditions tavorable to 
the city and conditioned upon annua! payments based 
pre a valuation of $1,000,000 or more forthe tran- 
chise. 

Some time afterward parties from Philade!phta in- 
formed us that they were arranging for leases of the 
lines in Broadway and Seveuth-avenue, anu intended 
to lease other lines, and thus, by introducing economy 
of management anda system of transfers, secure at 
the same time better returns from the properties and 
greater accommodations for the public. ‘They pro- 
posed to usto abandon our attitude of hostility and 
take part in the new enterprise, which proposition 
was accepted by a large majority ot our stock- 
holders, including myself. and by a majority in 
interest of the stock, excluding mine. It was in the 
line of what we had been advocating as 
in the public interest. We had protested against a 
grant of Broadway without conditions providing for a 
general transfer system as applicable to it. It was 
subsequently discovered that the lease could not be 
obtained, and the Philadelpbia parties purchased a 
controlling interest in the stock by the contract re- 
Goaely made public of Feb. 2, 1886. If that contract 
remains in force,and the stock is taken under it, it 
will enable the purchasers, if eed see fit to do so, to 
carry out with us the agreement they made when they 
expected to obtain aleuse of theseroads, It will in- 
volve new agreements, however, on both sides. I 
have, however, no interest in the purchase recently 
made and no investment in nor committai to their 
general enterprise. 

Prior to the disclosures made on this investigation I 
looked upon itasin the public interest, and if it had 
taken a shape satisfactory to me, from a business 
standpoint, and at a time when [ feit at liberty to join 
it,in view of other investments and duties. i should 
have done so. That states my exact relation to it. 
What effect this investigation may have upon it, and 
whether I shall ever join it. are as open questions for 
meas for any one else. If my connection with the 
transactions | have mentioned is in any respect open 
to just criticism, Iam not aware of it. Re:pectfully 
yours, W. C. WHITNEY.

RELIEF FOR AMERICAN SHIPPING. 
A BILL ABOLISHING PILOTAGE FOR COAST- 
ING VESSELS. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Dingley bill, re- 
lating to pilotage, was to-day reported from the Ship- 
ping Committee by Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas. The first 
section glves the masters or mates of American sailing 
vessels employed intho coasting trade the same right 
tobe examined by United States Inspectors, and, if 
found competent, to be licensed to pilot their own ves- 
sels into and out of the ports of such local inspection 
district as has been given to the masters or mates of 
American steamers since 1852. The second section 
relieves American coastwise vessels from the obliga- 


tion to pay a State pilot whose services are not used 
when these vessels are towed by a steam vessel in 
charge of a United States pilot. The last section pro- 
vides t: the act shall go into force six months after 
its passage. 

‘The report says that since 1852 American steam ves- 
sels in the coastwise trade, which includes the lakes 
and rivers, have been relieved from the obligation to 
pay fees to State pilots not used when such vessels 
were plioved by their masters or mates} who had béen 
examined and licensed by United States Inspectors to 
pilot their own vessel. ‘This bill simply extends the 
same privilege to American sailing vessels in the same 
trade, and also relieves them from the obligation to 
pay state pilots not used when such vessels are 
towed by a steam vessel under the charge of a 
United States pilot. ‘his relief is made al! the 
more necessary by the fact that all the States except 
11 Atlantic and Gulf States who do not own much 
shipping have relieved coastwise vessels from com- 
pulsory pilotage fees. Thus,a Maine. Mussachusetts, 
or New-York coaster which goes to a port in Maryland 
or any port onthe coast South must pay pilot fees to 
pilots who are not used, while a Maryland coaster may 
gotoany Maine or Northern port without paying fees 
to ga pilot not used. A Boston coaster. which 
is compelled to enter the port of Savannah 
and with a tug under a United States pilot, which 
must be psid, and ts ail that is needed 
or used, must also pay a fee of $75 to a State pilot who 
does nothing except to demand bis fees. But a Savan- 
nah coaster can goto Boston without paying such an 
extortionate fee. Some States, Georgia for example, 
exempt vessels trading between their own ports from 
such fees, but authorize State pilots to collect the fees 
ftom vessels from ports of other States. ‘I'he report 
says that the objections to the bill made by the;-New- 
York pilots in a circular sent to labor organizations, 
are thut it is in the interest of foreign ves- 
sels; that it will destroy the plilotage sys- 
tem; that it is in the interest of capital 
and against labor, and that it will increase shipwrecks 
and lossof life. To these objections the report replies 
that the bill relieves only American vessels and not a 
single foreign vessel; that it is in the interest of the 
seamen and comparatively poor owners of coasters; 
men who donot onthe average earn near as much 
from their vessels by voluntary service as the nilots do 
by their monopoly law: tbat while the bill wil! render 
a less number of pilots necessary, it will not injure the 
efficiency of pilotage anywhere, as it has not anywhere 
that the voluntary system prevails, and that 84 
yenrs’ trial of the system with the coastwise sterm- 
ers and many years’ trial of the voluntary system 
in 16 States, have proved that it has not increased ship- 
wrecks or loss of life. ‘Ths large expenditures of the 
Government for lights, buoys, monuments, surveys, 
and charts justify the extension of relief to our strug- 
giing shipping from unnecessury pilotage fees to pilots 
who are not used. secretary Folger, to whom a simi- 
lar bill was submitted when he was at the head of the 
Treasury Department, wrote: “Inasmuch as the bill 
puts sailing vessels of the United States upon the same 
footing as rogercs pilots a8 steam vessels, I approve 
of the bill. Thereis noreasonable ground for diserim- 
inating against sail vessels in the mutter of pilotage by 
conceding greater privileges to steam vessels.”

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BRUTAL ROBBERY OF AN AGEDCOUPLE. 

GREENSBURG, Penn., March 2.—On Sat- 
urday evenirg Grapeville, asmall town on the 
pike about four miles west of this place, was the 
scene of oneof the boldest robberies ever com- 
mitted in this county. The victims were John 


Snyder and his wife, aged 69 and 70 years re- | 


spectively. At about 7o’clock Mr. Snyder went 
to the door for some purpose, and while there 
saw three men standing onlyia few feet distant, 
who stated that they had come “to make that 
gas lease all right.” Assoon as they were inside 
they assaulted Mr. Snyder, and after a desperate 
struggle overpowered him. He was thrown to 
the floor with such violence that his shoulder 
was dislocated. Twoof the men tied his hands 
and feet and the third jumped at Mrs, Sny- 
der. She was paring apples with a large 
knife, and he jerked it out of her 
hand, and in so doing cut the third 
finger of her right hand. The brute then 
choked her until she was almost unconscious. 
She screamed, and the men took a shirt which 
was lying on the bed and covered her head. 
The three then bound her hands and feet, and 
one of them stood on her breast and stamped 
on her face, on which the marks of his feet re- 
main. The flesh is also partly torn from her 
hands where the ropes were tied. The men then 
took a feather mattress and covered her head, 
and she remained in this condition, unable to 
move or make a noise, for three hours, during 
which they ransucked the house. Not finding 
anything of value, they demanded money, de- 
claring that in case of noncompliance they 
would apply the torch tothe house. All they 
received, however, was a ten-dollar gold piece, a 
wallet, and a pocketbook containing $1 04, with 
which they departed. Several hours later the 
old couple were discovered and released from 
their unpleasant predicament.

for ‘‘reasons” for the suspensions he has 


made. That is not the real trouble, Tho 
real trouble is that he has probed the act- 
ual purpose of the majority Senators 
and bas exposed them in plain Eng- 
lish, They have asked him in a 


roundabout way for “reasons” and 


he has refused them in a way that 
has nothing roundabout in it. He will no 
more give them the unofficial papers they 
ask for to misjudge his reasons by than 


he will give them the reasons themselves, 
If the majority have no wish to obtain his 


reasons, or papers by which they can mis- 
represent his reasons, then all their fuss is 
useless and without even pretext. Take 
the Duskin and Burnett case. DUSKIN 


has been suspended and BURNETT named 


to the Senate in his place, There are two, 
and only two, questions connected with 
this double transaction that can, rightly 
or wrongly, come before the Senate: Is 


Burnett fit to be appointed? Ought 
DuskIN to have been removed? The 
Senators of the majority refuse to con- 
sider the first question. They can, there- 
fore, be considering only the second. They 
have asked for papers to aid them in decid- 
ing it. The President says it is a question 
for him alone, and he will not give them 


the papers, It is not that they are misun- | 
derstood or misrepresented that they com- 
plain. On the contrary, it is because they 
are thoroughly understood and as thor- 
oughly exposed, . 

But once more, say the President’s op- 
ponents, acts of suspension ought to be 


public and the reasons for them explained. 
That is true. The custom and the law of 
the Government should require that. But 
they do not require it and the Senate does 
not wish it. They avoid publicity and 
fear it, They have not asked for it, but 


have refused it. They do not want the 


.country to know all the facts and reasons 


in these cases. They want to have a por- 
tion of them given to them in secret, to be 
manipulated in secret, and to be made the 
basis of political manoeuvres, which can- 


‘not be fairly met because they are plotted 


and perfected in secret. The essential 
issue now is whether the President, as- 
suming the sole responsibility for suspen- 
sions, is not in a better position than the 
majority Senators desiring to meddle 
with suspensions but to avoid all respon- 


sibility whatever. 








THE CRIMINAL SIDE OF THE:-CASE, 

The primary object of the legislative 
inquiry into the methods by which the 
franchise of the Broadway Railroad was. 


obtained is to disclose the facts with a 
view to applying a remedy for the wrong 
which has been perpetrated upon the peo- 
pleof this city. It was-under the author- 
ity of a law of the State that the 
Railroad Company was formed and 


proceeded to obtain its privileges, If 
in any way the law was violated, 
if the privileges were obtained by 
fraud or corruption, if a wrong was 
committed upon the public, it is the duty 
of the Legislature, so far as possible, to 


provide for redress, It has already been. 


made plain that the company was not 
formed for the purpose of constructing 
and operating the railroad, but for the 
purpose of making a profitable combina- 
tion with another company which was to 


be permitted to operate it, The new cor- 


poration was a mere device for delivering 
over the Broadway Railroad to the old 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company. 
No capital wasin good faith paid in by 
the subscribers to the stock, and that 
stock was mere paper intended only to 


carry the control of the company. A 
lease in perpetuity was executed to the 
old company, although it owned a line : 
parallel to that which was leased. Obli- 


‘gations were issued in this transaction, 


more than ten times as great as the cost 


of the road, and the proceeds were most 
recklessly distributed for purposes which 
had no legitimate connection with the 
rights accorded by law to the incorpora- 


tors, 
If the Senate committee shall fail to: 


obtain conclusive evidence of bribery it 
will.still have facts sufficient to justify 
such action as the Legislature can take. 
That body has full power to annul the~ 


charter of the Broadway Surface Railroad 


Company if sufficient reason for that 
course is presented. If the provisions of the 
law have been violated in the incorpora- 
tion of the company or in the leasing of 
its property, if the rights and interests 
of the people have been wantonly 
sacrificed and the principles of pub- 
lic policy trampled upon, if there 
is ground for the belief that corruption 
and bribery were used in procuring the 
franchise, even though legal proof thereof 
is not secured, the Legislature will have 
full justification for the exercise of its 
discretionary power to annul the charter 
through which the privileges granted by 
the law have been so grossly abused. 
The people may be ina measure set right 
in their relations to the franchise for a 
railroad in Broadway. Defects in the 
law which have made these wrongs pos- 
sible may also be remedied. But the 
Legislature cannot inflict punishment-for 
bribery, even though it is fully proved. 
For that there is law enough; it only 
needs to be executed by the agencies 
created for that purpose. 

Section 58 of the Consolidated act affect- 
ing the public interests of the city of New- 
York makes ample provision for the pun- 
ishment of the crime of bribing members 
of the Common Council and officers of the 
corporation. It makes both the bribing 
and the receiving of the bribe a felony, 
punishable by imprisonment or fine, or 
both, in the discretion of the court, and 
provides that any offender shall be a com- 
petent witness in court or before the Grand 
Jury, and may be compelled to appear and 
testify. Yesterday Judge GILDERSLEEVE in 
the Court of General Sessions charged the 
Grand Jury upon this subject and de- 
clared it was ‘‘ manifestly the duty of the 
enginery of the law charged with the in- 
vestigation and punishment of crime 
within this county to probe this scandal 
to its lowest depths and uncover to the 
light and to the operation of law and jus- 
tice every act.” The respensibility of this 
Grand Jury is very great. Upon it the 
people depend for the full disclosure of 

_the facts pertaining to the ulleged bribery 


those guilty of one of the most danger- 
ous crimes from which this community 


suffers. 

The difficulty of investigating charges 
of this kind is well known, but this only 
imposes upon the Grand Jury the neces- 
sity for great earnestness, determination, 


and zeal. It will be discouraging if it has 
to be admitted that evidence sufficiently 
clear to sustain an indictment cannot be 
found. Judge GILDERSLEEVE’S warning 


concerning the difference between the ev- 
idence necessary in a court of justice and 
that upon which the tribunal of public 


opinion makes up its judgment was nec- 
essary and proper, and yet the verdict of 
the latter may be entirely right when the 


former fails, That the fact of bribery exists 


in this case there is no reasonable doubt. 


It is only a question of obtaining the legal 
evidence to sustain it. And it is of vast 
importance that it should be obtained. It 


is important for the punishment of the 
persons who have committed this partic- 
ular outrage upon public right, it is im- 
portant for the vindication of the ‘en- 
ginery of the law” as equal to the perform- 
ance of the functions for which itis de- 
vised, and it is supremely important as a 
warning and a deterrent for the future, 


In such a lavish distribution of corrup- 
tion funds as was made in this Broadway 
Railroad business there is an enormous 
temptation for such men as are intrusted 
with great public interests in this city. 
Moral character to resist it they notori- 
ously have not, and the only safety is in a 


demonstration that such iniquity cannot 
be successfully hidden. Fear of exposure 
and punishment are the only safeguard, 
and that can only be instilled by 
actual exposure and punishment in any 
case brought to light. If one flagrant in- 


stance in which all the power at the com- 
mand of the public is brought to bear 


should pass without a vindication of jus- 
tice there would be no security in the. 
future against the corruption which rots 
the very foundation of public administra-. 


tion, Between the upper and nether mill- 


stones of the Senate inquiry and the in- 


quest of the Grand Jury the evidence of 
this iniquity should be ground out from 
the mass of subterfuge in which it is hid- 
den.

CHINESE CLAIMS. 


In a message which we publish this 


morning the President directs attention 
to the war against the Chinese in the far 
West, with especial reference to the mur- 
ders committed at Rock Springs, in Wyo- 


ming. It appears that the Chinese Minister 
has submitted to our Government an 


‘‘ynexaggerated” description of the affair, 
showing that the attack upon his country- 
men was unprovoked, and that the subse- 
quent proceedings ‘‘in the name of jus- 
tice’ were a farce. The President does 


not tell Congress that this Nation is un- 


_der any obligation to make good the losses 


which the Chinese have suffered. He 
says: 

“So long as the Chinese Minister, under his in- 
structions, makes tbis the basis of an appeal to 
the principles and convictions of mankind no 


.exception can be taken. But when he goes 


further and, taking as his precedent the action 
of the Chinese Government in past instances 
where the lives of American citizens and their 
Property in China have been endangered, argues 


_& reciprocal obligation on the part of the United 


States to indemnify the Chinese subjects who 


suffered at Rock Springs, it became necessary to 


meet his argument and to deny most emphatic- 
ally the conclusions he seeks to draw as to the 
existence of such a liability and the right of the 
Chinese Government to insist upon it.” 
Therefore he suggests that Congress 


may be led to do something for the claim- 


ants in the way of charity, benevolently 
distributing bounty “in a spirit of pure 
generosity.” 


They can safely and prop- 
erly be treated as beggars, but not as in- 


jured persons having a right to demand 
relief, This statement is in accord with 
the declaration made by Secretary EVARTS 
in 1880 to the Minister who demanded 


reparation for the work of the mob in 


Denver, that indemnity was required by 
*‘no principle of national obligation,” 


and by no principle ‘‘ arising from treaty 
stipulation.” 


Secretary BLAINE concurred in the con- 


clusions reached by his predecessor, and 
reminded the Chinese Minister that while. 
the treaty of 1844 guaranteed protec- 
tion to Americans in China and the pun- 
ishment of those who should injure them, 


yet in no part of the treaty was “ there 
any provision reciprocal with regard to 


subjects of China resident in the United 
States,”

treaty our Government binds itself to 
‘** exert all its power todevise measures for 


the protection” of Chinese who may meet 


with ill treatment, ‘and to secure to 


them the same rights, privileges, immu- 


nities, and exemptions as may be enjoyed’ 
by the citizens or subjects of the most: 
favored nation,”

SERVIA AND.BULGARIA., 
The Governments of Belgrade and Sofia 


have at last decided that their respective: 


interests cannot be served by a resump- 
tion of hostilities, and yesterday signed a 
treaty of peace. An armistice has pre-. 
vailed for three months, but the difficulty, 
first, of settling upon the respective 


lines of military occupation, and then of’ 


regulating the terms of peace, was seri- 
ous. The Servians.insisted on holding the 
Widdin district, which they occupied 
when the truce was agreed to, while 
Prince ALEXANDER demanded its evacua- 
tion. He in turn insisted on a money in- 
demnity for the expenses to which Bul- 
garia had been put by the wanton Servian : 
invasion, while King Minan refused to, 


‘concede so palpable a token either of 
‘wrong-doing or of being worsted in the: 


campaign. The surrounding powers re- 
moved one peril by appointing a commis-. 
sion to demarcate a line between the two 
armies, while sundry developments pres- 


-ently caused the angry opponents to mod-- 


ify their respective demands and to be- 
come anxious for peace, 

It became evident that the Russian 
Government was the determined enemy 
both of King MILAN and Prince ALEx- 
ANDER. The latter it refused to forgive 
for effecting the union of Bulgaria and 
Eastern Roumelia without its aid, thus 
blocking its own plans; and the consum- 
mation of the affair by the Porte’s ap- 
pointment of him as Governor for life of 
Eastern Roumelia, with rights of succes- 
sion, receiving in return the stipulated 
use of all Bulgaria’s troops for the defense 
of Turkey, completed the baffling of Rus- 
sian schemes. While Russia’s personal 
hostility to Prince ALEXANDER and its de- 
sire to substitute for him Prince Wa.pr- 
MaR of Denmark, or the Duke of 
Leuchtenberg, or almost anybody who 
would be more pliant to her in- 
terests, were not concealed, King 
MiLan received warning of intrigues 
against him. A fortnight ago a report 
from Belgrade declared that a conspiracy 
had been discovered to overthrow him 
and put in his stead Prince KARAGEORGE- 
vices, long a pretender to the Servian 
throne, Prince KaRaGkorGEvIcs is son- 


, ens 


Mian, being in constant fear of the in- 


trigwes of the banished house of Kara- 
Gkoraeg, which once ruled Servia, has 
looked to Austria as his patron. Two 


months earlier a like rumor of Russian 
intrigues in favor of KaBaGEORGEVIOS 


was current at Belgrade, it being alleged 
that he would be made monarch of a 
State to consist of Servia, Bosnia, Herze- 
govina, and Montenegro. <A like rumor 


prevailed just before King MiLan set out 
for the invasion of Bulgaria, 
In short, reflection probably showed the 


two rulers that they were both exposed 
to the determined personal hostility of a 
great power, having Balkan ambitions of 


its own. It doubtless seemed foolish and 
perilous:to go on exhausting each other's 


strength in war, thus becoming an easy 
prey to a common foe, especially since 
gain for either must be at the other’s ex- 


pense, The honors recently paid to Prince 
NigiTa at St, Petersburg may have in- 
creased their anxiety to become allies in- 
stead of enemies. 


The Bulgars and Serbs are closely akin 
and should be friends. They have the 
common bond of their freedom from 


Turkish domination, and their. commer- 
cial intercourse is growing in importance. 
It is suspected that their rivalries came 
of discord sowed purposely at San Stefano 
by those whose interests lay in keeping 
the Balkan States discordant. 

It is now probable that should the pres- 
ent peace be put on durable grounds it will 


lead to other results, including a Serbo- 
Bulgarian alliance. More than that, in the 
reaction from strife the tendency may 
be to eventually form a great Balkan fed- 
. eration, to block the greed of both Austria 
and Russia for advancing, respectively, 


upon Salonica and Constantinople, Tur- 


key would perhaps support such ascheme, 
as creating a powerful bulwark between 
her and the powers she dreads, while Eng- 
land and: Germany might see in it a guar-. 
antee of that peace in the Balkans which 
they no doubt sincerely favor. 








The réport of the Commissioners who

Armour & Co., of Chicago, shippers of 


dressed beef, have replied to Commis-. 
-sioner FINK’s last letter on railroad rates 
for beef. In that letter the Commissioner 
seemed to abandon his original position— 


that the companies had a right under the 
‘common law to assist one branch of an 


industry in maintaining competition with 
-another—and attempted to defend the 
‘new discriminating rates by asserting 
‘that the cost of carrying dressed 
beef was far greater,. pound for pound, 


, than the cost of carrying live stock, But. 


‘in support of this assertion he declared 
. that the dressed beef cars were hauled 
back to Chicago empty, while the live 
stock cars took back loads of coal or coke. 


Armour & Co. produce an array of facts 


concerning return trips and say: “ The 
amount of earnings received by the rail- 
roads from refrigerator cars for return 
_loads is greater than that received from 
live stock cars.” If this be true 


it disposes of Mr Fink’s  argu- 


ment based upon the alléged cost 
of transportation. But the most 
effective part of the reply is the assertion 
that the trunk line pool itself has deter- 
mined the cost of transportation, fixing 


the cost for dressed beef at 27 cents and 
the cost for live stock at 20 cents. The 
cost rate for dressed beef is, then, only 35 
per cent. higher than the cost rate for-live 
stock. But the companies charge a rate 
that is 85 5-7 per cent. higher. This seems 
to be a good stroke in the way of argu- 
‘ment for the dressed beef men.

MUSICAL. AND DRAMATIC. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House is fast approaching a close. This 
evening the last performance of the series 
but two will occur, ** Tannhiiuser” being 
the attraction, Friday “ Die Walktire” will be 
given, and Saturday afternoon “ The Queen cf 
Sheba” will be sung. Before the incidents of so 
brilliant and prosperous a succession of repre- 
sentations are numbered among the things of 
the past it will not be uninteresting to cast a ret- 
rospective glance at what; has been accom- 
plished during the past 15 weeks, both in an 
artistic and material sense, and to supplement a 
brief review with a few facts and figures of 
some significance to the thoughtful reader. 

The first impression gathered from a glance at 
the history of the four months that have just 
gone by is to the effect that an immense amount 
of work hasbeen done. During the term re- 
ferred to 52 performances of opera have taken 
place in New-York and 14 in Philadelphia. In 
the New-York season of 13 weeks the repre- 
sentations have been attended by 110 chorus re- 
hearsals, 80 solo rehearsals, 60 ballet rehearsals, 
54stage rehearsals, 19 miscellaneous rehearsals 
with orchestra, and 9 full dress re- 
hearsals. Nine grand operas have been 
brought forth, of which three—* Die 
Meistersinger.” “The Queen of Sheba,” 
and “ Rienzi”—have had their first hearing at 
the Metropolitan, while the remainder have 
been studied afresh. The scenery and costumes 
for “ Aida” and ** Gdtterdimmerune” have also 
been made ready during the period cited, but 
the attractiveness of the balance of the réper- 
toire has enabled the management to defer the 
presentation of these works until next Fall. 
The operas will have been given as follows: 
“The Queen of Sheba” fifteen times, ‘** Die 


Meistersinger” eight times, “Rienzi” seven 
times, “Tannhiuser’ seven times, ‘* Die 
Walkiire” seven times, * Lohengrin” 
six times, “Faust” five times, ‘*The Prophet” 
five times, and *“‘Carmen” four times. As an 
‘illustration of the marvelous rapidity with 
which these operas have been produced, it will 
only be necessary to notice the dates of their 
respective first nights: “ Lohengrin’ was sung 
Nov. 23, ‘*Carmen” Nov. 25, ** The Prophet” Nov. 
27, *“*Die Walktire’ Nov. 30, “The Queen of 
Sheba” Dec. 2, “ Tannituser” 

Meistersinger” Jan. 4, “ Faust’ Jan. 20, and 
* Rienzi” Feb. 5. In most European capitals six 
months would be needed to bring forth any one 
of these achievements. 

The largest audiences were attracted by “* The 
Queen of Sheba,’ the second representation of 
which drew $4,119 15 into the treasury. Esti- 
mating Saturday's ** house,” it is safe to assert 
that upward of 40,000 persons will have witnessed 
Golamark's masterpiece. “ Rienzi” comes next 
in point of popularity, the largest receipts for 
one performance being $4,039. Twenty thou- 
sand spectators have listened to this opera, and 
about 19,000 have behela “ Die Meistersinger.” 
When the season ends 130,000 persons will 
have visited the Metropolitan, and the re- 
ceipts of the 52 New-York performances 
will aggregate about $170,000. ‘* Carmen” 
and “Lohengrin” summoned the smallest 
audiences of the Winter. To convey an imper- 
fect idea of the cost of giving opera on the scale 
of magnitude that has characterized affairs at 
the Metropolitan it is worth while stating that 
as many as 700 persons have occasionally been 
under pay in connection with one performance; 
that 105. persons are On the regular pay roll of* 
the establishment, and that the monthly ex- 
penses, not including rent or outlays for music, 
scenery, or dresses, approximate $60,000. he 
difference between the expenses and receipts 
will be about the same as last year, but the New- 
York season has been more profitable by a large 
um, @ considerable loss, however, being entailed: 
y the Philade!phia season. 

The figures given above indicate distinctly that, 
semi-spectacular opera, whether by Wagner or: 
Goldmark, is more acceptable to the New-York 

ublic than Wagner pure and simple. “ Die 

alktire” and ** Lohengrin" were this year quite 
out of the running, and * The Queen of Sheba,” 
a hybrid work, and “ Rienzi,”” which is more Ital- 
fan than German, have had most financial im-.

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REVIVING THE OLD PLAN 


MR. JOCORUS’S SCHEME OF RE- 
PUBLICAN REORGANIZATION. 
THE METHOD OF GOVERNING THE PARTY 

IN THE CITY WHICH THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE DISCUSSED LAST NIGHT. 
Twelvs members of the Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee met last night in a room in 
the Grand Opera House and discussed the pro- 
posed plan of Republican reorganization sub- 
mitted by a special committee at the last meet- 
ing of the County Committee. The plan was 
opposed by some members of the Executive 
Committee, ana last night John W. Jacobus sub- 
mitted a report which met with the approval of 
the dissatisfied ones. Mr. Jacobus practically 
provides for a return to the old plan of organi- 
zation which preceded the plan under which the 
Republicans of the city are at present organized. 
The following isa summary of his proposition: 


Article I. provides that the County Committee shall 
be the central organization of the Republican Party in 
this city. The committee shall be composed of dele- 
gates annually elected by the énrolled Republicans at 
meetings to be held after the first election on the sec- 
ond ‘i vesday of December te each year Until other- 
wise ordered the number of members shall be 762, ap- 

ortioned among the several Assembly districts as 
ollows, one delegate being allowed for each 100 Re- 
pubilcans or portion thereof exceeding one-half of 
said number;

It is made the duty of the County Communities, within 
one month after each election at which Presidential 
Klectors are chosen, to reapportion the number of 
delegates to be hereafter elected among the districts 
in proportion to the number of Republican votes cast. 
Articles 2 and 8 of the proposed constitution relate to 
the choice of officers of the County Committee. Ar.- 

‘ticle 4 provides that there shall be an Executive 
Conte. to consist of one delegate from 
each Assembly district except the Twenty-fourth, 
and one from the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, to be selected by the delegates from the repect- 
ive Assembly districts or wards. The members se- 
lected by the several delegates shall nave a voting 
power proportionate to the representation of the 
delegation in the County Committee. Vhe County 
Committee is to meet once every month, except in 
July and August. Special meetings may be culled as 
‘provided by the by-laws. The County Committee 
‘is to adopt such rules and by-Jaws as the members 
may deem proper forg the government of the 
several district committees. The committee is 
forbidden to entertain any motion or resolution rec- 
ommending any person for any office not filled by elec- 
tion by the people. A standing committee on appesis 
is provided for, which is to consist of 15 membéra, no 
two of whom shall be from any one Assembly district. 

_ Any Kepublican voter feeling aggrieved by the action 
of any board of enrolling officers or Assembly district 
association may appeal direct to this committee for re- 
dress., Amendments to the constitution can be made 
upon the request of five or more district associations, 
assented to by two-thirds of the associations. 

The constitution for the Assembly District Asso- 
ciations provides that afteran enroliment of the Ke- 
publican voters this year there shall be no further 
» general enrollment, The District Hxecutive Commit- 
‘tee shall once a year. between May 15 and July 15 
hold one or more public meetings, at which they shall 
‘examine the roll of members and recommend to be 
erased perectom the names of all persons deceased or 
removed from the district, and shall report such names 
‘to the association at a meeting to be held before any 
primary election takes place. At such meeting the 
association’ may or may not indorse the action of the. 
Executive Committee. Any*member ofa district as- 
sociation may propose for membership the name of 
any person, vouching that he ts a Reonblican, a voter. 
anda resident in the district, Any —_ may in 
‘writing propose himse)f asa member, ames of can- 
didates for admission shall be pusted, and the Com- 
mittee on Admissions shall report as to their eligi- 
bility. A person may become a member on signing 
the roll and taking a pledge that he is a Republican. 
a voter, a resident of the district, and that 
he intends to support the Republican Party organiza- 

, tion “and to submit to the legally expressed action of 

¢ the association and of the County Committee, and to 

‘honorably sustain all nominations made by the Re- 

ublican Party through its legally constituted conven- 

_ tions, called or recognized by the County Committee: 
‘and that he is not and will not become a member of 
any committee or body which does not recognize the 

authority of the association.”” No person not on the 
roll of the association shall be permitted to vote at any 
primary election. 

Article XIV. provides that “no person shall beeligible 
for any office in the association, nor for delegate to the 
County Committee nor to any nominating conven- 
tions, who directly or indirectly holds any political 
office of emolument (other tha that of 
Notary Public, Commissioner of eeds, In- 
spector of Elections, or Poll Clerk) under 
Democratic authority or any fice the power 
of appointment to which is vested in any Democrat, 
‘or any board or body a majority of whose members 
are Democrats. All votes cast for any person holding 
such an Office shall be null and void, and the person 
or persons, other than such office holder, receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be deemed and 
returned as elected. ori A credentials given to any per- 
son not eligible under this constitution shall be null 
and void. But no person who shall have been nomi- 
nated or indorsed and supported for and elected to 
‘office by the regular Republican Party shall be deemed 
to bea Democrat within the meaning of this article.” 

The plan of Mr. Jacobus was opposed by Chair- 
man Edward Mitchell, of the County Committee, 
Henry N. Taintor, and others. Mr. Jacobus de- 
fended the plan vigorously, and Mr. Taintor said 
that he thought the plan submitted by the spe- 
cial committee met all requirements. No con- 
clusion was arrived at, the two plans being laid 
over until a fuller meeting of the Executive; 
+Committee could be had. The “boys” are all in 
‘favor of the pian of Mr. Jacobus.

FOUR LINES TIED UP. 


DRY DOCK, EAST BROADWAY AND BATTERY 
RAILWAY EMPLOYES ON STRIKE. 


The lines of horse cars run by the Dry 
Dock, East Broadway and Battery Railway 
Company were tied up yesterday. There are 
four lines which run respectively from the Post 
Office to Thirty-tourth-Street Ferry, up Avenue 
D, across Grand-street from river to river, and 
between the Grand and Cortlandt Street Ferrics, 
All the men atthe stables, as well as the con- 
ductors and drivers, quit work at midnight on 
Monday, and rot a car went out after that hour, 


except at 5:30 o’clock in the morning, when Rob- 
ert Irving, s starter on Grand-street, mounted 
a car by orders from the oftice. He had not gone 
far when the committee of strikers on watch at 
that point had him arrested for driving without 
alicense, Superintendent White sent to the De- 
lancey-street station house, where Irving was 
taken, and left $300 to secure his attendance to 
answer when wanted. The watching commit- 
tees thereafter had no trouble of that kind, Su- 
perintendent White having evidently decided 
not to mortgage any more of the $50,000 he is 
said to have boasted that he would take into 
this fight in furnishing bail bonds. The horses 
had good care as well as reat, Mr. Bergh turnish- 
ing men to feed them. 

From the hour of quitting work until 6 o’clock 
last evening the hall at No. 257 East Third-street 
Was packea with the strikers. They numbered 
altogether 750 men. Grievances were fully dis- 
cussed. It appeared that until about a month 
ago the men were worked 16 or 17 hours a day. 
A petition for relief led to a slight reduction of 
the number of trips. This relief turned out, 
however, to be only nominal, benefiting about 
one-fifth of the men. At the same time the 
company raised the wages of stablumen from 
$11 50 to $12 25 per week, but required these men 
to do work that they claimed did not properly 
belong to them. The Empire Protective Asso- 
ciation, to which these men belong, suffered 
these impositions, as they were considered, until 
the advertising by yg White tor 
drivers on Sunday and the engaging of 78 new 
men on Monday compelled it to prepare for 


war, 

When all this had been discussed for several 
hours the men were ready a 4 noon yesterday to 
formulate their demands. hey insisted that 
DO man on any line, in whatever capacity em- 

loved, ehouid be required to work more than 

2 hours a day, out of which he must be allowed 
at least 60 minutes for dinner and supper. A 
demand for $2 a day was made for regular con- 
ductors and drivers. It was also demanded that 
the number of trips to be run in a day be re- 
duced, as well as the number of trippers em- 
ployed. Scales of wages for other employes 
were fixed, and the abolition of various obnox- 
ious rules stipulated. < 

These demands, duly drawn wp, lay all day on 
the Chairman’s desk, ready for use in case Su- 
perintendent White asked for a conference. The 
men would not send to him, however, and as he 
ignored them, beyond stationing policemen at 
the stables and at his office, nothing was done 
up to nightfall. The caution issued early in the 
day against drinking or other disorder was re- 
spected by every one, and at 6 o'clock the pro- 
cession which formed to go to Clarendon Hall, 
which was to be the night quarters, was as or- 
derly and creditable as the Executive Committee 
could wish. 

Railroad Commissioner Kernan met Superin- 
tendent White and one of the Directors of the: 
company and a committee of the Empire 
Protective Association at the Hoffman 
House last evening in a conference wich 
lasted well into. the morning. Superintendent’ 
White asserted that no man employed by the. 
company worked more than 12 hours and 
35 minutes a day, with an allowance of 
55 minutes for dinner, and finally a commit- 
tee of eight striking drivers was called out of 
the meeting in Clarendon Hall to go to the 
Hoffman House and disprove the Superintend- 
ent’s statement. The Executive Committee re- 
turned to Clarendon Hall at 12:45 o’clock 
this morning and reported to the strikers 
that no agreement had been’ reached 
Further conference was deferred until 10 
o’clock this morning. The committee urged 
the strikers to stand firm, saying that 
Commissioner Kernan had warned the 
company’s representatives that unless cars 
were running by this afternoon he would 
feel warranted in referring the matter to the At- 
torney-Genera!, and that the company’s charter 
might be imperiled. 

The strikers were encouraged by offers of ss- 
sistance by the employes of other roads. 
Second-avenue men volunteered $50 a day 
during the strike; Sixth-avenue men their 
current week’s pay and further contribu- 
tions as long asthe strike continues; the Forty- 
second-street employes, subscriptions for six 
months if necessary; 800 Broadway employes, 50 
centsa day,and all the Brooklyn conductor: 
and drivers a like assessment. 

The first intimation of trouble between the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company and the Em- 
vire Protective Association came yesterday, 
when a letter from the association to the rail- 
road company, dated Feb. 24, was published. 
The letter charged that Charles Darragh,a driver, 
had been dismissed without sufficient reason, and 
demanded his reinstatement. President Hazzard 
dia not reply, and yesterday he received another 
telling him that a committee of workmen would 
wait on the Board of Directors with a view of 
settling their difficulties by arbitration. The let- 
ter warned the Directors that if they did not 
meet the committee they would have to take 
the consequences. The Directors waited all day 
for the committee, but it did not appear. 
President Hazzard said that he was willing to 
meet the committee, but be must{insist upon 
‘running the road himself. Tne driver, Darragh, 
had been. discharged for driving his horses too 
fast, in violation of a rule of the company. If 
the trouble should end in a general strike, Presi-. 
dent Hazzard though he could obtain plenty of 
men to operate hia roads. 

At the headquarters of the Executive Com-: 
mittee of the association it was stated that 
Chairman John G. Caville and his colleagues haa 
gone out of the city in connection with a strike 
elsewhere, and would not return until to-day. | 
.That was the reason they had not. called on the’ 
‘railroad Directors. They will do so to-day, or 
‘atthe latest to-morrow.

THE CANADIAN WEATHER SERVICE. 
From the Montreal Gazette, Feb..26. 

During the month of January there were 
‘67 storm warnings issued by the Dominion 
Meteorological Bureau, of which 41, or 71.9 per’ 
cent., were verified, though in seven instances 
the force of the wind did not attain the height 
‘estimated. As ye predictions of probable 
changes in the direction of the wind a greater 
degree of success was attained ;.87.7 per cent., or 
60 out of 5% were borne out by subsequent 
reports. The average temperature through- 
‘out the western part of the Domin- 
ion during the month was below. the 
normal, running from 7.04° at Winnipeg to 8.2° 
at Parry Sound, and 0.2° at Port Stanley.

TCONCLUSIOM OF THE CASE FOR THE PROSE-

BE THE PRISONER’S PLEA, 
/ The second day of the Holland trial was 
uite as interesting as the first, altnough it did 
‘mot consist wholly of The Davis's testimony. 


'(Pink-cheeked, black-haired James T. Holland, 
under the tender and cherishing care of Deputy 
Sheriff McCloskey, reached the court room early 
in the day and looked exceedingly comfortable. 
He had a brand-new deputation of Texan 
friends to back him up and shake bands with 
him in the presence of the jurymen, Among 
them were Col. Frost, of San Antonio, 
jand Gen. J. G. ‘Tracy, ex-United States 
jMarshal, of Houston, Texas. They all 
@at around the prisoner and chatted pleas-

patiy with him, while he smiled graciously 
jupon them and looked as happy as a ward poli-

The court room speedily filled up with specte- 


tors. Among them were two women, 
find one young, and they were among the most 
attentive listeners to the testimony. Tne two 
women in black who were present on the previ- 
ous day.and one of whom was one of Tom 
Davis’s wives, did not make their appearance, 

The trial was set down for 11 o’cjock, but at 
that hour Jurymen Spingarn and Sachs were 
not present. Officer Ricketts thumped three 
times on the door at 11:02, and Judge Van Brunt 
entered. Juryman Samuel Sachs, No. 9 came 
trotting in panting aod sat down with an apolo- 
getic smile. Holland arose from his chair and 

ulled off his brown overcoat. He took a good 

ong look at the Judge, and sat down looking as 
comfortable as a man who has just paid all his 
debts. Juryman Spingarn came inon a canter 
and slid into his seat in the jury box looking like 
a boy who was late ut school. Assistant District 
Attorney Fitzgerald, almost as pink in the face 
as Holland, arrived puffing as if he had been 
at a fire, and Col. Fellows roamed in with 
a sort of this-thing-can’t-go-on-without-me 
look and an overcoat trimmed with a quarter 
section of brown fur. Coroner Levy ambled in 
after Col. Fellows, and as soon as he could get 
at the gentleman whispered mysteriously in 
his ear. Mr. Fitzgerald shook hands with Gen. 
yor and Counselor Price. At 11:07 ex-Sen- 
ator Grady appeared, with his round face, 
reddened by his baste, rising above his blue over- 
coat like the full moon peeping above the dark 
biue ocean. He smiled at his colleagues, and 
they amiled at him. Then the District Attor- 
neys, who were allon hand by this time, smiled 
too, and for about a minute there was a general 
beaming of legal luminaries that dazzled the 
Byes of the spectators. Deputy Clerk Welch 
valled the ro!l of the jurors,summoned Theo- 
dore Davis to the stand, and then the trial went 
on once more, 

** When your brother was conning the money 
to Holland,” began Gen. Pryor, tossing back his 
Jong black locks and sending a baraieg glance 
over his spectacles at Davis, ‘did I understand 
you tossy that he asked Holland whether he bad 
pny money with him, and that Holland replied 
that he had left it at the hotel?” 

“He said,” answered Davis, sending back at 
Gen. Pryoran equally piercing look, “that he 
had left his watch and chain and everything at 
the hotel.” > 

“Did he use the word money?” 

“JT don’t think he did,” said Davis. 

Gen. Pryor asked him if he had not testified at 
the Coroner’s inquest that Holiand said: “I 
have left my watch and chain and all m 
money.” Davis did not remember that he di 
Gen. Pryor asked Davis in detail as to his testi- 
mony at the inquest, his object plainly being to 
show that The's testimony at that time was dif- 
ferent from that which he gave at the present 
trial on direct examination. Davis's memory 
Was an utter blank as to what he had said. The 
witness did not hear any words pass between 
his brother and the prisonerafter the former had 
put the bag onthetable. At the inquest he said 
he had, but when Gen. Pryor asked him about it 
he failed to remember. The General questioned 
the witness closely as to the position of the chairs 
in the room when the shooting took place. 
Judge Miles Beach came into the court room 
and sat down beside Judge Van Brunt while the 
latter was looking at District Attorney Martine’s 
big diagram of the Reade-street office. Deputy 
Clerk Welch offered Judge .Beach a Es of ice 
water, which he politely declined. avis went 
on to say that eisht minutes elapsed between the 
time when be left the room where he was con- 
cealed until he returned. He closed the panel 
before he heard the first shot. He did not see 
Holland shoot. He was on his knees when the 
shot was fired. When the second shot was fired 
he was half way tothe door. His brother did 
not invite Holiand to go to Reade-street and ex- 
amine the goods. Tom never saw Holland until 
the Thursday before the shooting, when Butler 
introduced him as Johnston. 


Coroner Levy was the next witness. He re- 
ceived notice of the shooting at 3o’clock on 
Aug. 81, and went immediately to the place, 
reaching it in 10 minutes. He went up stairsand 
found Tom Davis lying on his back on the floor. 
He found alot of papers on the floor, and some 
bonds. Hefound on the body $554 in green- 
bacus, $42 in Canada money, a gold watch, a 
knife, some keys,and a ticket for Peekskill. 
The bonds were produced. They were not 
signed. The watch, keys, knife, and ticket, he 
paid, were surrendered to Mrs. Tom Davis. 

** A Mrs. Tom Davis,” said Mr. Price. 

*“ She was proved to be Mra. Davis to my satis- 
faction,” said the Coroner. 

Then he produced a flattened bullet and said, 
“ This was found in the body of Tom Davis.”

Officer 
Sullivan was called back to tell that he found 
$1 65in coin on Holland in the station house. 
Sergt. Patrick H. Doran was called next. He 
repeated the story of the conversation about 
the sachel 1n the station house, 

The deposition of John T. Hill, of Abilene, 
Texas, came in pext. He testified that he came 
with Holland to this city. He did not know But- 
ler. He did not know that he ever saw Tom 
Davis, nor did he know that he had ever talked 
with any one about buying counterfeit money. 
It was at the Philadelphia Hotel, in Jersey City, 
that a man first came to them and talked about 
selling them some goods. The man came there 
in response to a letter from Holland, This man 
made an appointment to meet them at the Mer- 
chants’ Hotel,and there the deponent subse- 
quently saw him. He said he had qeots to sell, 
and Holland replied that he wanted to see them. 
The deponent knew that counterfeit money was 
meant by ** goods.” He had heard of the saw- 
dust game, but never had any experience of it. 
The deponent had a curiosity to see how the 
game was worked. He thought he saw a letter 
or circular from ““H. Woodward” on Holland 
when he was arresied. The deponent met an- 
other man besides this one. 

Giovanni P. Morosini, looking thin and care- 
worn, walked into court at this juncture and sat 
down near Henry Bergh. Hill's deposition went 
on to describe the visit to the office of Davis to 
examine the alleged counterfeit money. Hill 
again saw one of the men—the younger one—on 
Monday at the Merchants’ Hotel. Holland and 
the deponent and this man (Tom Davis) had a 
talk about the goods. Holland left His watch, 

in, and money with Hill before going up to see 
eves. Holland bad $300 and a letter of credit 
for $500 which he drew. The money which Hol- 
land gave the deponent was $1, which _be- 
longed to the deponent. Deponent thought Hol- 
land took his own money with him. 

Counselor Grady then read the oross-interrog- 
atories aud Counselor Price read the answers, 
Hillsaid he wrote “J. T. Holland” in the hotel 
register here and registered himself as “J. T. 
Johnson.** He registered that way because he 
was the City Marshal of Abileneand he was look- 
ing forarunaway Postmaster whom he Gid not 
want informed of his presence inthe city. In 
answer to another question Hill deposed that 
before leaving Texas Holland told him that he 
had received a circular from & man named 
Woodward offering counterfeit goods for sale. 
Holland said that he knew that these men did 
not give counterfeit money. He understood 
that they put out good money and sold it to the 
customer. Then one of the sellers would go 
with the buyer to the express office and on the 
way by some trick the good money would be ex- 
changed for bogus money. Holland said he 
would buy a lot of the money cheap and would 
take the chances of any one’s getting it away 
from him on the way to the express office after if 
he once got hold of it. The aeponent knew that 
Holland must have had at least $500 when he 
went tosee Davis, because be leut him more 
than that himself. 

The people here rested their case, and Officer 
Ricketts took Juror Sachs out to get a drink of 
water. Judge Gildersieeve bobbed in for a mo- 
ment and bobbed right out again,and then 
Judge Truax glided in and sat down beside 
Judge Van Brunt. After afew moments fora 
breathing spell, ex-Senator Grady majestically 
got upon his feet, leaned both hands on a table, 
and began to talk to the juryina round mel- 
liflaous baritone voice. He announced that the 
prisoner would set up the only plea that a man 
could offer for taking human life, namely, that 
when he was attacked, either as to his life or his 
property, he hada right, under the law, to de- 
fend himself. Then hewent to work to solemn- 
ly impress the jury with the idea that any one in 
the case might make as many blunders 
as he wanted and they could be rem- 
edied, but if the jury should make a 
mistake it would be a_ very serious 
piece of business. They would go wander- 
ing around all the rest of their lives sorry fot 
it. The ex-Senator said that if Holland had 
gone down to Davis’s office expecting to shoot 
bim he was unquestionably a cold-blooded vil- 
lian, and had committed one of the most brutal 
murders known to New-York. He must have 
been one of the most desperate of men, and 
must have had a wild career of which this was 
simply the climax. Now the ex-Senator was 
going to show that Holland was one of the 
nicest boys in Texas. The defense was going 
to produce depositions by all the gentlemen of 
Texasfrom the Governor right down to show 
that Holland was known all over the State as a 
young man who could not possibly commit such 
«crime, He was simply unfortunate. He was 
the victim of an adventurer and an adventure. 
He was not a criminal, but the victim of a mis- 
taken idea that he could beat the Davis brothers 
at a game which they had practiced for years. 

Then the ex-Senator told a tale that held the 
court room breathless. He said that the defense 
would show, through the prisoner, who would 
teli his own story, that Holland held the bag be- 
tween his knees while Tom Davis counted the 
money intoit. Then he said to Davis: * Now, 
let’s go.” Davis replied: ** Oh, no; you mustn't 
zo yet. This tuilding 1s full of detectives and I 
can't allow youto walk out with that bag full 
of counterfeit money.” 

* I'll take the risk,’ replied Holland calmly. 
** Come, let us go.” 

** No,” replied Davis, ** you must not go.” 

The discussion went on, according to the ex- 
Senator’s graphic description, untii Tom Davis 
finaliy cried: 

* You shan’t leave this room alive!” 
the Tom,” shouted The through the panel, * kill 

e—. 

Then Tom Davis and Holland had a fierce 
struggle for the bag, and Holland, believing 
himself to be ina den of thieves and in deadly 
peril, snot Davis. That, said the speaker, was 
what the defense proposed to show. So impress- 
ive was ex-Senator Grady’s recital of the story 
of the defense, now told forthe first time, that 
a pin could have been heard to drop in the court 
room. 

The speakerread the law in regard to self-de- 
fense and expounded it to the jury. He said 
that Holland bad bought the $10,000 for $500 and 
had come into lawful possession of the money. 
If any onetried to takeit away from him he nad 
aright to defend his property, and if there was 
reasonable ground for him to apprehend danger 
to himself, the jury must certainly return a ver- 
dict in his favor. 

After Mr. seedy’ speech all the lawyers 
gathered ina bunch and smiled upon one an- 
other. Mr. Price leaned over Col. Fellows and 
talked to the Judge. Presently Gen. Pryor 
offered in evidence the testimony of Theodore 
Davis at the police court to show that he had 
told a story then different from that told at the 
present trial. Col. Fellows objected to having 
the evidence putin. After a lot of talk, District 
Attorney Martine withdrew the objection, and 
the lawyers for the defense looked happy. 
Counselor Price waded through a handful of 
type-written testimony, and the jurymen looked 
as if they were in Hoboken or Williamsburg. 
Mr. Price read away as hard as he could until 
4:50 P. M., when he finished the testimony of 
The Davis inthe police court. Gen. Pryor was 
about to begin Davis's testimony at the inquest 
when Mr. Price said that perhaps Judge Van 
Brunt would like toadjourn. TheJudge had no 
euch notion, but the Jury looked appealingly at 
him, and so the case went over until this morn- 
ing. 





CHALLENGE TO ENGLISH RIFLEMEN. 

The advisability of getting up another 
international rifle match was discussed at a 
meeting of the National Rifle Association at 
its rooms in Temple Court yesterday after- 
noon. Gen. Wingate, who presided, thought 
that the double expense of training an Ameri- 
can team and entertaining a British team would 
be greater than the association could afford this 
year. It would be a matter of $2,500 or $3,500. 
He was afraid that it would be difficult to select 


eight or twelve good marksmen and have them 
in fighting trim by Fall. Director James Duane 
Was unwilling to abandon the idea of a match. 
** Let us try it anyhow,” said he, and a majority 
of the members present voted with him to send 
a formal challenge to the British riflemen to 
shoot an international match at Creedmoor next 
Fall, the United States and England each to be 
represented by eight men. Gen. Wingate was 
authorized to send the challenge, 

lt was stated that suggestions had been made 
to officers in the War Department at Washing- 
ton that the Government take a hand in getting 
up an international tournament for testing the 
relative meritsof firearms in use in different 
countries. The ideais toinvite such countries 
as Germany, France, Great Britain, and Italy to 
send rifle teams to this country, each team to be 
equipped with the rifles most in use by the 
armies of the respective countries. One of the 
members of the National Rifle Association sug- 
gested that the foreign countries named would 
probably be reluctant to show the world what 
improvements they had made in firearms. 


CONSIDERATION FOR LUCKY BALDWIN.

STILL A VIGOROUS GALE, 


A FORTY-MILE BREEZE AND LOW RANGES 
OF TEMPERATURE. 

When the good people of New-York 
went to bed on Monday night the wiod was 
skipping along at the rate of 45 miles an hour 
and the temperature ranged from 15° to 12° 
above zero. Houses were shaking, chimneys and 
shutters were making violent efforts to tear 
themselves loose, and icicles were forming 
wherever they couid get a chance. The good 
people aforesaid imagined that it was a very 
cold night. When they awoke with cold noses 
ubout 2 o'clock A. M. they feit that they must 
have been transported in their dreams to the 
arctic regions. The mercury had dropped to 7° 
and 8° above zero, and the windows were being 
rattled by zephyrs that traveled 55 and 57 miles 
an hour. 

The severity of both temperature and gale 
moderated somewhat during the early part of 
the day, but the moderation of the wind was 
only temporary. At7o’clock A. M., when the 
thermometer registered 15°, the wind was blow- 
ing 28 miles an hour. Three hours later the tem- 
perature had risen to 20°, and the velocity of the 
gale had increased to 40 miles,a pace that was 
kept up without intermission throughout the 
day. The warmest hour of the day was between 
2 and 8 o’clock P. M., when the mercury reached 
25°. The stiff breezes, however, made it seem 
much colder than that. 

While the cold wave undoubtedly came from 
the Northwest, its frosty influence was felt all 
over the country. The coldest spot in this broaa 
land yesterday was Fort Assiniboin, Montana, 
where the thermometer registered 9° below zero. 
At Fort Custer and Helena,in the same Terri- 
tory, and in St. Paul, Minn., the temperature 
was 3° below. Zero marked the state of things 
at Fort Buford, Dakota. At Duluth the mer- 
cury was 4° below; at Toledo, Ohio, 9° above, 
and all along down the lakes the temperature 
ranged from 8° to 10° above. The cold breath sent 
the mercury in the Albany thermometers down 
to 6°. he warmest lace in the country 
yesterday noon was lndianola, Texas, where a 
temperature of 60° was enjoyed. Light over- 
coats were in demand all through the South. 
Evenin the usually warm climate of Florida 
the temperature insisted upon hovering in the 
vicinity of 44° and 47°. Inthe Carolinas and in 
Georgia it was a few degrees colder. The snow- 
storm which started in Kansas, an& was headed 
ree way, lost itself somewhere in South Caro- 

na. 

Several European steamships bound to this 
port are some days overdue, but the agents think 
that they have merely been delayed by the gules, 
and do not express any uneasiness about them. 
The White Star steamer Celtic, due on Sunday, 
arrived yesterday, and reported having encount- 
ered a series of violent westerly gales. The 
Neptuno, from Belize, which arrived yesterday, 
reported terrific northerly gales. Both vessels 


‘ were completely covered with ice when they en- 


tered port. No sailing vessels, save a few small 
Schooners, have arrived here since the great gale 
set in. 

At City Island yesterday the ice was very 
thick, and a number of sailing vessels were 
frozen in near that point. The Sound steamers 
had great difficulty in forcing their way at the 
mouth of the Sound. It was nearly noon before 
the incoming Sound fleet rounded the Battery. 
Large quantities of ice were spread along the 
Brooklyn shore of the East River and the New- 
York shore of the North River yesterday. The 
ferry slips were badly choked up, but the ferry- 
boats were not greatly delayed. 

The ferryboat Pacific, of the South Ferry 
line, was caught in the ice while on her way to 
the Brooklyn side at 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Intrying to get into clear water her en- 
gines were caught ‘on the centre.”” A Hamil- 
ton Ferry boat tried to get the Pacific out of the 
ice, but gave it Up. The ferryboat Union, 
which was lying in the Union Ferry Company’s 
repair yard at the foot of Atlantic-avenue, went 
to the assistance of the Pacific, but her engines 
were also caught on the centre. Then a tug- 
boat took both ferryboats in tow, and brought 
them into the Atlantic-avenue slip. 


A HEARTLESS DAUGHTER. 

Peter H. Nelson, a sailor, 66 years old, 
was arraigned in the Court of General Sessions, 
before Judge Cowing, yesterday, on a charge of 
assaulting his daughter, Lottie Goodwin, with a 
razor. Judge Cowing said that the charge had 
been investigated, and it had been found that 
Nelson had returned from a cruise to his home, 
at No. 381 Fourth-aveanue, on Feb. 22, with $40in 
money. He gave all the money to his daughter, 
who immediately threw his clothes into the hall 
and struck at hin three times while he was 
shaving beforea mirror. He raised his arm to 
ward off her blows, and her hand struck the 
sharp edge of the razor. She had him arrested 
for assault, but did not appear in court. Judge 
Cowing discharged Nelson, saying that he had 
heen treated in a shameful manner. Police Cap- 
tain Currie passed his hat around the court 
room and took up a substantial collection for 
the old_ man, who upon receiving it cried like a 
child. He left the court to seek a berth ona 
coasting vessel.

JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE’S CHARGE TO THE 
MARCH GRAND JURY. , 

It is likely that the Grand Jury .for 
March will spend a good share of its time in in- 
vestigating the alleged bribery by Jacob Sharp 
and his associates of the Board of Aldermen of 
1884. Incharging the jury yesterday morning 
Judge Gildersleeve, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, Jaid special stress upon the necessity for a 
thorough inquiry into the manner in which the 


Broadway franchise was obtained. Speaking of 


his duty to instruct them as to matters “ likely 
to come before” them, he said: 

“TI must say something to you in reference to 
the matter that has solong attracted pubiic at- 
tention, and is now the theme of daily conversa- 
tion among all classes of our citizens, I refer to 
the alleged corruption in the securing and grant- 
ing of the franchise under which the Broadway 
Surface Railroad is now operated. A Senate 
committee is now investigating the matter, 
being aided by eminent and experienced coun- 
sel. I have no doubt that that body is working 
earnestly and in good faith to ascertain the facts 
under which this franchise was granted. They 
will hardly finish their work before your term 
expires, unless your term of duty should be ex- 
tended beyond the limits of thisterm, There 
are three ways in which this matter may 
come up before you. First, if the Senate in- 

uiry develops sufficient evidence to indicate 
that the action of your body is required in the 
matter; in the second place, if any information 
should come to any member of your body which 
would warrant him in believing that an indict- 
ment could be found, and in the last place, if 
this committee should perchance adjourn with- 
out what should seem to your body to be a sat- 
isfactory result—if the investigation should not 
have been as thorough as it might have been 
and the accusations have not been shown to be 
false, or the inquiry has not resulted in the dis- 
covery of offenses against the city or country—it 
will be your duty to make an investigation, 
which may be to-day, to-morrow, or later. 

“Tt is clear that the press and the public in- 
cline to the belief that the Broadway franchise 
was obtained by bribery. and the constant cry is, 
* Bring the guilty to justice.’ So much has been 
written and ee much has been said, so full is the 
air of rumors and accusations in respect to the 
franchise in question, that it is manifestly the 
duty of the enginery of the law, charged 
with the investigation and punishment 
of crime within this county, to probe 
this scandal to its lowest depths and 
uncover to the light and to the operation of law 
and justice every act connected therewith. No 
felon can be brought to justice in this county 
except through your action. This is your duty. 
Let the axe fall where it may. We have but 
one code of laws, and they recognize neither 
color, nationality, nor rank. This course is due 
to those toward whom the finger of suspicion 
points; it is due to this great city, that you, as 
the Grand Inquest in and for the city and coun- 
ty of New-York, now represent. 





A TERROR TO UNDERTAKERS. 
LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 2, — Joseph 
Hutchins, of Boswell, a little village a few miles 
from here, was buried on Sunday last. Thirty- 
six hours after he was taken up because of a 


rumor that he had been buried alive. He was 
found to be warm about the heart, but was re- 
buried. He will be again takenup. He is sub- 
ject to trances, and has twice before been pro- 
nounced dead, but disappointed the undertaker 
each time.
